1A  ID  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  your  name ,  whether 
spoken  ( sound  vibration)  or  written  (a  certain  ar¬ 
rangement  of  letters,  transferred  to  the  brain  by  color 
vibration),  immediately  registers  upon  the  mind  of  the  re¬ 
ceiver  a  mental  picture  of  yourself ,  with  all  of  your  most 
prominent  characteristics  standing  out  in  bold  relief? 

Your  name  broadcasts  you  to  the  universe .  It  gives  an 
entire  stranger  thousands  of  miles  away  an  insight  into 
your  subconscious  mind,  a  knowledge  of  your  talents, 
disposition  and  range  of  intellect. 

Your  name  pictures  you — all  you  have  been  and  are  at 
the  present  moment.  It  is  your  trademarky  advertising 
to  the  world  your  own  particular  brand  of  success.  Does 
it  stand  for  efficiency  as  docs  the  maid  on  Dutch  Cleanser? 
Does  it  register  99  44/100  per  cent  pure  worth  like  the 
soap  “It  floats”? 

You  are  to  the  world  what  your  name  portrays.  It 
leaves  an  indelible  impression  on  your  environment  and 
associates,  causing  some  to  immediately  like  you  (if  they 
have  harmonious  vibrations)  and  others  to  avoid  you.  If 
you  wish  to  know  in  what  esteem  you  are  held  by  ac¬ 
quaintances  and  friends,  just  figure  out  the  various  nick¬ 
names  by  which  you  have  been  labeled.

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If  William  be  your  business  signature,  the  one  who 
receives  your  letter  knows  at  once  (if  he  knows  the  law 
of  numbers)  that  you  are  a  man  with  decided  opinions 
of  your  own.  You  stand  for  principle,  you  finish  what 
you  undertake,  you  can  be  relied  upon  to  keep  your  word, 
yet  you  have  such  an  independent  spirit  that  you  do  not 
take  kindly  to  any  suggestions  from  others.  He  will  have 
to  proceed  tactfully  and  make  you  feel  that  you  really 
know  best  how  this  deal  should  be  handled.

She 
may  love  you  dearly,  yet  she  will  not  “mind,”  and  will  be 
inclined  to  have  things  go  her  way.  If  you  wish  to  be 
the  “boss”  yourself,  train  her  to  say  “Bill,  dear ”  (before 
she  reads  this  paragraph). 

Why  the  differences?  Vibration. 

Changing  the  spelling  of  your  name  makes  you  a  dif¬ 
ferent  person  because  it  changes  your  rate  of  vibration . 


CHAPTER  II 


WHAT  IS  VIBRATION  ? 

YOUR  breath  is  one  vibration- — inhaling  and  exhaling 
— a  positive  movement  with  a  reflex  action. 

The  Century  Dictionary  says  that  vibration  is  “a  move¬ 
ment  to  and  fro,”  or  “oscillation,”  as  the  forward  and 
backward  swing  of  the  pendulum  of  a  clock. 

Modern  science  says  that  “all  life  is  vibration”  and 
that  without  vibration  there  would  be  no  life. 

The  first  breath  of  life,  when  spirit  entered  matter, 
set  into  motion  or  vibration  universal  forces  of  creative 
energy. 

You  cannot  limit  the  flow  of  energy  in  any  form 
without  causing  an  entirely  new  aspect  to  arise.  Stop 
the  flow  of  blood  in  any  portion  of  the  body, — congestion 
immediately  follows  and  causes  a  lump  to  appear.  Build 
a  dam  across  a  stream  and  you  soon  have  a  good-sized 
reservoir. 

Turn  on  the  faucet  and  let  the  water  run.  The  bowl 
will  soon  be  full,  from  whence  the  stream  will  continue 
its  course  until  it  meets  with  an  opposite  force  or  certain 
boundaries.  When  the  space  thus  found  has  been  filled 
to  the  original  water  level  a  new  outlet  is  sought,  then 
another  and  another. 

The  accompanying  illustration  will  serve  to  show  how 
in  like  manner  the  great  creative  force,  through  the 
medium  of  vibration,  continues  to  activate  larger  and 
larger  spheres  of  activity. 

Let  the  large  circle  represent  the  naught  or  chaos  from 
which  the  universe  emerged.  The  first  manifestation  of 
(16) 
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life  was  the  dot  within  the  circle.  While  the  earth  is 
not  the  center  of  the  universe,  it  is  the  concentrated  center 
of  our  activities,  and  so  we  shall  consider  the  dot  in  the, 
center  of  the  accompanying  sketch  as  the  earth  in  its 
primal  form. 

We  shall  not  relate  the  various  steps  in  evolution  which 
led  up  to  Adam  or  the  first  man.  These  are  found  in  the 
first  chapter  of  Genesis.  We  are  concerned  primarily 
with  Man  from  the  time  that  he  became  imbued  with 
spirit  and  thus  became  a  reflection  of  the  Universal  In¬ 
telligence. 

The  entry  of  spirit  into  matter  caused  a  new  influx 
of  creative  energy  to  send  its  vibrations  in  all  directions. 
Just  as  a  pebble  thrown  into  the  water  starts  a  succession 
of  circular  ripples  around  it,  each  individual  wave  going  an 
equal  distance  above  and  below  the  water  level,  so  did  the 
first  vibration  or  movement  of  spirit  in  matter  cause 
everything  to  manifest  a  dual  aspect. 

The  Origin  of  the  Digits 

In  the  human  kingdom,  the  positive  movement  of  this 
first  vibration  is  typified  by  Adam,  the  first  man.  As  soon 
as  he  arrived  at  perfection  the  negative  or  feminine 
counterpart  appeared  in  Eve,  the  first  woman.  With 
the  completion  of  this  second  unit  of  energy  the  great 
creative  force  continued  to  pour  its  rhythmic  current 
through  the  dual  aspect  of  the  first  vibration  until  a  third 
expression  of  life  appeared.  Now  we  have  f ather-mother- 
childy  or  many  woman  and  the  magnetic  attraction  be¬ 
tween  them — complete  expression. 

Thus  did  life  progress,  each  positive  current  of  energy 
being  followed  by  its  corresponding  reverse  aspect,  these 
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two  producing  an  ever  higher  expression,  while  the  par¬ 
ticular  manifestations  which  characterized  each  successive 
step  became  the  symbols  of  the  primary  units  of  energy 
which  produced  them.  In  the  course  of  time  these  sym¬ 
bols,  the  nine  digits,  became  the  foundation  of  all  calcula¬ 
tion  and  exchange  and  grew  into  the  most  exact  of  all 
sciences,  Mathematics. 

While  languages  and  alphabets  vary,  numbers  have  main¬ 
tained  a  uniformity  of  shape  and  a  definite  value  through¬ 
out  the  world,  showing  that  they  are  based  on  certain 
universal  principles.  The  particular  meaning  attached  to 
each  digit  may  be  found  by  a  study  of  the  ancient  Jew¬ 
ish  Kabbala,  the  sacred  writings  of  the  Chinese  or  the 
science  of  Numerology  as  taught  by  Pythagoras,  each  one 
symbolizing  certain  stages  of  growth  as  the  universe  and 
man  evolved. 

All  life  being  a  continuous  flow  of  energy  from  the 
One  Original  Source,  each  primary  unit  of  vibration 
continues  to  transmit  its  special  attributes  through  the 
medium  of  its  respective  agent,  the  digit,  to  anything  in 
the  universe  which  has  its  number  value,  giving  to  such 
individual,  principle  or  thing  the  characteristics  peculiar 
to  its  specific  rate  of  vibration.

Why  is  A  1? 

Right  here  you  have  a  right  to  ask,  as  have  the  most 
intelligent  men  the  writer  has  known:  “Admitting  the 
truth  of  what  you  say  as  to  our  particular  characteristics, 
how  do  you  arrive  at  such  conclusions?  Why  is  A  1  ? ” 

The  letters  of  our  alphabet  have  stood  in  their  par¬ 
ticular  order  of  succession  for  hundreds  of  years  and  have 
long  since  absorbed  the  universal  characteristics  which  are 
transmitted  by  the  respective  digits  to  all  things  having 
their  particular  number  value  or  rate  of  vibration. 

Other  Alphabets 

“Granting  even  that,  how  does  this  vibratory  law  ap¬ 
ply  to  other  languages,  when  the  alphabet  is  not  the  same 
and  the  letters  stand  in  a  different  order?” 

The  law  of  vibration  is  universal  in  its  application. 
Anything  which  a  number  or  digit  determines  will  take  on 
the  aspects  of  that  vibration  when  it  has  been  under  such 
(20) 
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influence  for  a  long  enough  period  of  time  to  have  ab¬ 
sorbed  such  qualities  into  its  nature. 

The  law  applies  to  each  alphahet  as  it  stands,  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  word  values  showing  a  fine  distinction  in  the 
way  different  nationalities  have  grown  to  regard  the  same 
thing.  Take  for  example  the  letters  of  the  Hebrew  al¬ 
phabet,  which  in  the  order  of  sequence  stood  for  certain 
steps  in  the  evolution  of  the  Cosmos  as  do  the  nine  digits. 
Do  you  think  for  one  moment  that  the  ancient  Hebrew, 
if  transplanted  here,  would  view  any  one  thing  in  our 
modern  existence  in  the  same  light  as  the  average  man  of 
today  ? 

Hence,  taking  into  consideration  the  time  element,  a 
new  vibration  or  change  of  name  will  not  affect  an  indi¬ 
vidual  immediately  unless  his  or  her  inner  self  has 
grown  to  meet  it.  They  must  wear  it  long  enough  to 
absorb  the  universal  vibrations  behind  it  before  it  really 
becomes  a  part  of  their  nature. 

How  the  Digits  Influence  Our  Alphabet 

The  twenty-six  letters  of  our  alphabet,  having  stood  in 
their  present  numerical  order  for  centuries,  have  absorbed 
the  qualities  of  their  controlling  digits, — 

1  transmitting  its  particular  aspect  of  universal  in¬ 
telligence  to  the  letters  A,  J,  S,  giving  them  creative 
powers,  with  initiative ,  daring ,  independence  and  the  pio¬ 
neer  spirit . 

2  giving  to  B,  K,  T  diplomacy  and  tact,  with  imitative 
and  collective  qualities. 

3  causing  C,  L,  U  to  find  joyous  expression  in  art  or 
humanitarian  lines. 

4  endowing  D,  M,  V  with  a  good  intellect,  a  con - 
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scientious  sense  of  duty  and  enjoyment  of  life  in  work  or 
study. 

5  bringing  many  changes  to  E,  N,  W,  making  them 
“ go-getters ”  for  experience — versatile ,  active  and  charming. 

6  making  F,  O,  X  the  best  mothersy  teachers  and 
human  benefactors. 

7  throwing  spiritual  qualities  over  G,  P,  Y,  with  a 
desire  for  perfection ,  wisdom  and  authority. 

8  bringing  money  to  H,  Q,  Z  when  they  direct  their 
energies  wisely  and  unselfishly,  with  justice  and  tact. 

9  giving  I  and  R  success  in  arty  literature  and  the 
healing  profession,  with  the  entire  world  for  their  field 
of  expression. 

In  addition  to  the  nine  digits  we  have  two  master 
numbers, — 1 1  and  22, — which  throw  leadership  qualities 
around  the  other  numbers  to  which  they  are  related. 

11  stands  for  a  new  beginning  in  a  higher  cycle,  a 
greater  spiritual  unfoldment,  with  inspirational  and  psychic 
qualities. 

22  is  considered  the  highest  vibration  of  all,  being 
represented  in  the  universe  by  the  Trinity,  3,  the  7  planets 
and  the  12  signs  of  the  zodiac.  3  plus  7  plus  12  is  22. 
22  links  the  spiritual  with  the  material  and  makes  inspira¬ 
tional  things  practicaly  directing  large  enterprises  with 
diplomacy  and  tact. 

Numbers  Applied  to  the  Name 

Take  the  name  David  Wark  Griffith,  one  of  our  most 
famous  moving  picture  producers,  and  attach  the  number 
value  of  each  letter  (using  the  table  shown  on  the  first 
page  of  this  chapter). 

Place  the  digits  representing  the  vowels  above,  the  con- 
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sonants  below,  and  the  full  name  on  a  separate  line,  add¬ 
ing  the  digits  of  each  name  separately  and  then  alto¬ 
gether.

All  double  numbers  are  reduced  to  single  numbers  by 
the  addition  of  their  digits  with  the  exception  of  1 1  and 
22,  the  master  vibrations.  These  always  stand  out  by 

themselves,  expressing  their  leadership  qualities  through 
the  smaller  numbers  to  which  they  are  related. 

The  above  name  is  an  unusual  example  of  the  far- 
reaching  influence  of  an  individual  who  has  master  num¬ 
bers  in  every  position — vowels,  consonants  and  full  name. 

/  The  * vowels  of  your  full  name  reveal  your  natural 
talents — those  things  in  which  you  have  previously  scored 
success,  and  which  are  now  stored  within  the  realm  of 
your  subconscious  mind. 

The  vowel  digits  of  1-1-9  above,  which  total  11, 
indicate  that  Mr.  Grifflth  in  a  previous  lifetime  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  promoter  and  leader  (11),  a  pioneer  (1)  and 
inventive  genius  (1)  in  the  field  of  art  or  humanitarian  (9) 
endeavor.  This  would  give  him  a  natural  ambition  to 
excel  in  such  lines  now  and  to  think  in  world  (9)  terms. 
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Your  consonants  represent  the  physical  body  through 
which  your  mind  in  expressing.  They  reveal  your  person¬ 
ality — the  impression  you  make  upon  others. 

The  above  consonant  vibration  of  (1-11)  shows  that 
Mr.  Griffith  is  a  dynamic,  enthusiastic  individual  who 
cares  naught  for  precedent  or  what  other  folks  may  think. 
The  3  of  David  shows  his  appreciation  of  the  beautiful 
and  artistic;  the  7  of  Wark,  his  eye  for  detail,  perfection 
and  finish,  while  the  1 1  of  Griffith  immediately  stamps 
him  as  a  leader  in  any  field,  interested  in  something 
“different,”  something  large,  yet  having  an  inspira¬ 
tional  or  uplifting  effect. 

Your  full  name  shows  the  intellectual  growth  you 
have  made  in  previous  lifetimes  and  indicates  the  destiny 
which  you  have  now  come  to  fulfill. 

The  above  name  has  two  master  numbers  in  the  individ¬ 
ual  name  totals;  so  we  do  not  add  the  3  names  together  and 
obtain  a  final  total,  as  is  usually  the  case. 

The  total  digits  of  (22-8-11)  indicate  that  Mr.  Griffith 
came  to  earth  this  time  endowed  with  a  most  powerful  in¬ 
tellect  with  which  to  work  out  a  destiny  of  universal  mag¬ 
nitude.  The  22  shows  ability  to  analyze  and  organize  the 
inspirational  ideas  of  the  1 1  vibration  and  carry  them  out 
in  an  executive ,  forceful ,  money-making ,  successful  (8) 
manner. 

The  leadership  qualities  of  1 1  and  22  make  this  individ¬ 
ual  an  unusual  business  (8)  engineer  (8)  in  the  line  of 
dramatic  art,  where  the  imitative  qualities  of  8  combine  with 
the  innate  artistic  expression  of  9.  Mr.  Griffith  must  work 
with  a  bigy  immense  idea  to  be  a  genuine  success,  for  his 
are  universal  vibrations.  A  limited  environment  or  sphere 
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of  action  would  cause  his  own  strong  forces  to  revert  dis¬ 
astrously  upon  him.  “To  whom  much  is  given,  from  him 
shall  much  be  required.”  Mr.  Griffith’s  unparralleled 
success  shows  that  fortune  and  fame  await  those  who  have 
the  courage  to  live  up  to  the  demands  of  their  own  high 
vibrations. 


CHAPTER  IV 

THE  STORY  OF  THE  NUMBERS 


EACH  letter  of  your  name,  by  reason  of  its  numerical 
position  in  the  alphabet,  has  a  certain  rate  of  vibration. 
Each  vibration  has  certain  characteristics.  Therefore,  you 
as  an  individual  are  a  composite  of  all  the  qualities  which 
the  letters  of  your  name  symbolize,  the  highest  number  in 
ypur  name  indicating  your  present  stage  of  growth  or 
development. 

This  is  not  your  first  appearance  on  the  earth  planet.  You 
have  been  here  before,  each  time  with  a  new  lesson  to  learn. 
The  various  stages  through  which  you  have  passed  are 
revealed  by  the 


22  Steps  in  the  Success  Ladder 

0.  The  cifher  or  naught  stands  for  the  period  of  chaos 
before  time  began.  It  also  symbolizes  the  boundless  space 
from  which  all  things  came  forth.  The  first  manifestation 
of  life  was  the  dot  within  the  circle,  “representing  the  sun 
in  the  center  of  the  zodiac,  the  giver  of  light,  life  and 
energy  to  its  system.  .  .  .  Every  unit  of  life  is  the  center 
or  dot  or  its  own  universe,  has  its  own  sphere  of  activity 
and  influence,  and  the  rate  of  vibration.”  (Key  to  the  Uni¬ 
verse,  Curtiss,  pp.  57,  59.) 

1.  The  first  manifestation  of  motion  in  the  Cosmos, 
or  spirit  coming  down  into  matter,  is  symbolized  by  the 
straight  line.  It  represents  the  primal  cause  and  stands  for 
the  principle  of  unity  in  all  things.  “1  cannot  be  divided; 
multiplied  by  itself  it  still  maintains  its  unity,  yet  it  creates 
all  others.”  Thus  we  have  creative  ability y  daring  and  the 
fioneer  spirit  symbolized  by  the  digit  1. 


y 
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2.  The  first  vibration,  generated  by  the  contact  of 
spirit  with  matter,  is  typified  in  its  positive  aspect  by  Adam, 
the  first  man,  followed  by  Eve,  his  feminine  or  negative 
counterpart,  gaining  her  way  by  artful  diplomacy.  Thus 
we  have  two  units  of  energy  representing  the  complete 
expression  of  the  first  vibration,  giving  to  the  digit  2  *he 
qualities  of  duality ,  diplomacy  and  a  receptive ,  feminine 
nature . 

3.  The  great  creative  force  working  through  the  two 
aspects  of  the  first  vibration  produced  a  third  unit  of  ex¬ 
pression.  Thus  3  marks  the  completion  of  the  first  earth- 
trinity,  father-mother -child,  and  stands  for  complete  and 
joyous  expression  on  the  nature  plane. 

4.  Having  attained  physical  perfection,  man  found 
that  after  all  he  was  not  quite  satisfied.  He  looked 
about  and  began  to  wonder  why.  He  started  to  reason 
things  out  for  himself  and  thus  evolved  his  intellect.  He 
found  that  lasting  good  only  came  to  him  when  he  him¬ 
self  was  “on  the  square.”  Proof  of  one  principle  gave 
him  a  burning  desire  for  more  until  we  find  him  early 
and  late  striving  to  make  more  money  with  which  to 
further  pursue  the  path  of  intellectual  attainment.  A 
true  4  is  always  busy ,  energetic  and  on  the  square ,  ever 
seeking  more  proof  and  greater  knowledge. 

5.  Arrived  at  a  stage  of  mental  supremacy,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  longed  to  try  his  powers.  In  doing  so  he  met  with 
many  varied  experiences  and  some  bitter  lessons  until  he 
made  the  big  discovery  which  restored  to  him  his  balance. 
He  found  that  knowledge  alone  was  not  sufficient  to 
bring  his  heart’s  desire  and  that  only  when  absolute  master 
of  self  and  all  his  physical  passions  could  he  dominate 
others  through  his  own  magnetic  powers.  To  know  life 
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from  every  angle  with  unbounded  freedom  of  thought 
and  action  is  the  constant  desire  of  5. 

6.  Having,  like  the  prodigal  son,  traveled  in  a  far 
country  and  drunk  his  fill,  the  5  individual  decides  to 
return  home  and  settle  down.  He  comes  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  life  after  all  is  what  we  make  it  and  every 
responsibility  has  its  corresponding  reward.  Domestic  life 
“looks  good”  to  him;  so  he  establishes  a  home  and  raises 
a  family,  which  develops  his  backbone.  He  becomes  a 
prime  factor  in  the  promotion  of  education ,  health  and 
human  betterment  in  his  community,  deriving  a  keen  en¬ 
joyment  from  the  free  advice  he  gives  to  others.  The 
sterling  qualities  gained  here  are  found  in  mothers ,  teacher sy 
doctor sf  welfare  workers  and  all  others  who  stand  as 
guardians  of  the  home>  school  and  society ,  in  whose  names 
the  6  vibration  is  usually  strong. 

7.  Having  worked  hard  to  rear  his  family,  educate 
them  and  fit  them  to  take  their  place  in  society,  the  7 
individual  feels  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  rest  from  manual 
labor.  He  seeks  out  a  quiet  place  in  nature  and  sits  down 
to  think  things  over.  After  all,  is  there  not  something 
more  to  be  attained?  He  knows  the  road  that  he  has 
come;  he  has  left  no  details  undone  to  reach  his  present 
state  of  perfection.  He  is  sure  of  himself  in  this  re¬ 
spect  and  resents  any  suggestions  from  others.  Yet  his 
intuition  tells  him  that  there  surely  must  be  some  higher 
laws  than  those  of  the  purely  material  world,  which  laws, 
if  put  into  operation  in  daily  affairs,  would  bring  results 
much  quicker.  He  acts  on  his  hunch  and  begins  to  study 
the  occult  and  metaphysical  laws  on  which  he  formerly 
looked  with  disfavor.  He  sees  at  once  that  the  higher 
law  must  always  include  the  lesser  and  begins  to  figure  out 
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how  things  can  be  done  without  so  much  mental  and 
physical  effort.  Wonderful  ideas  present  themselves  to  his 
inner  searching  mind.  Here  is  the  wisdom  for  which  he 
has  been  searching,  which  he  now  must  tell  to  all  man¬ 
kind.  Hence  we  find  many  preachersy  teachers  and  religious 
and  metaphysical  writers  predominating  in  the  7  vibration. 

8.  Having  gathered  a  store  of  mystical  lore  with 
which  to  enhance  his  fortunes,  the  7  individual  is  asked  by 
many  who  hear  him  so  eloquently  expound,  “Have  you 
proved  these  principles  out  for  yourself?  Do  you  know 
by  experience  'just  what  they  are  worth?”  8,  being  an 
honest  soul,  with  good  fighting  qualities  and  a  keen  sense 
of  justice,  determines  to  show  his  materially-minded  friends 
the  concrete  proof  of  what  he  preaches,  so  he  enters  again 
the  commercial  world  and  puts  his  theories  into  practice. 
They  stand  the  test,  and  he  finds  that  rest  after  all  was 
not  what  he  wanted.  He  goes  to  work  with  added  zeal 
to  make  his  declarations  real  and  finds  that  a  perfect 
balance  of  wisdom  and  work,  love  and  justice,  ideas  and 
materials,  plus  an  intelligent  driving  force y  brings  money, 
success  and  fame  by  a  much  shorter  route  than  his  purely 
laborious  reasoning  efforts.  Thus  8  becomes  the  “big  busi¬ 
ness”  man,  the  large  executivey  tempering  reason  with 
intuition,  justice  with  love  and  force  with  diplomacy. 

9.  Increased  material  success  having  come  through  the 
use  of  the  higher  laws  in  the  material  world,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  realizes  that  even  with  money  and  fame  he  is  not 
entirely  happy.  He  notes  the  trouble  and  lack,  so  totally 
unnecessary,  in  the  lives  of  those  about  him,  and  develops 
a  sympathetic  interest  in  their  welfare.  His  positive  ef¬ 
forts  to  help  the  other  fellow  to  a  higher  understanding 
of  life  attract  a  reflex  current  of  thankfulness  and  good- 
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will,  bringing  in  their  wake  more  wealth  and  a  greater 
enjoyment  of  life  than  when  he  worked  in  the  8  vibration. 
The  inspiration  which  comes  to  the  9  who  truly  Loves 
his  fellowman  enables  him  to  express  his  splendid  artistic 
talents  in  a  more  universal  way.  Opportunity  for  extended 
travel  comes  to  him,  with  attendant  growth  and  renown. 
Famous  singers >  artists  and  world  travelers  are  generally 
strong  in  the  number  9. 

10.  Having  passed  through  the  varied  experiences  of 
the  9  vibrations,  man  stops  to  survey  the  road  he  has 
traveled.  He  is  a  wiser  man  than  when  he  started.  With 
a  knowledge  of  all  his  past  joys  and  sorrows  stored  within 
his  subconscious  mind  he  now  stands  ready  and  strong  to 
proceed  on  his  way,  but  before  he  can  enter  a  larger  field 
he  has  certain  tests  to  pass.  He  must  prove  he  has  learned 
his  lessons  well,  and  that  through  his  knowledge  of  the 
higher  laws  he  can  create  out  of  his  own  aura,  if  need  be, 
all  things  needful  for  his  supply.  Here  his  friends  may 
think  him  queer,  he  may  meet  with  loss  and  adversity,  in 
order  to  test  his  mettle,  yet  he  must  firmly  stand  his  ground. 
As  10  has  a  wealth  of  inner  wisdom,  he  must  take  the 
advice  of  none  save  the  still  small  voice  within  if  he  de¬ 
sires  to  enter  a  higher  cycle  and  enjoy  success  that  is  real 
and  lasting. 

11.  Having  stood  the  tests  of  alonenessy  adversity  and 
financial  stress  which  often  beset  the  10  vibration,  and 
having  come  out  on  top,  man  is  allowed  to  make  a  new 
beginning  in  a  larger  field  of  activity.  Here  his  sub¬ 
conscious  mind,  stored  with  the  knowledge  of  all  the  past, 
enables  him  to  speak  and  act  inspirationally.  He  im¬ 
mediately  knows  how  a  thing  should  be  done,,  though  he 
may  not  be  able  to  tell  you  why.  This  is  the  reason  that 
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a  boy  or  girl  with  an  1 1  vibration  in  the  name  generally 
has  trouble  with  the  teacher.  He  thinks  he  knows  best. 
His  soul  has  grown  to  the  point  of  mastery  and  he  will 
not  accept  commands  from  others.  He  can  only  be 
reached  by  persuasion  and  an  appeal  to  his  own  superior 
self.  It  is  important,  indeed,  that  he  be  well  grounded 
in  education  and  the  higher  laws  of  life,  else  disaster 
will  follow  in  his  path  by  reason  of  his  strong  force 
going  in  the  wrong  direction.  An  11  is  a  dynamic  in¬ 
dividual,  with  enthusiasm y  inspiration  and  ideas ,  which 
he  must  give  out  to  others  if  he  desires  a  reflex  of  good 
himself. 

12.  Having  made  a  new  beginning  in  a  higher  cycle, 
the  individual  passes  through  the  next  or  twelfth  grade  in 
school.  Here  he  has  the  triangle  of  complete  expression 
represented  4  times  (4X3).  He  has  gained  mastery  on  all 
planes,  the  digits  of  the  number  itself  forming  the  com¬ 
plete  triangle  of  1-2-3  (12  is  1  plus  2,  which  equals  3). 
In  3  man  attained  physical  perfection;  in  8,  physical  and 
mental;  in  9,  physical,  mental  and  emotional;  in  11, 
j  physical,  mental,  emotional  and  spiritual,  while  1 2  includes 
them  all,  being  the  number  of  numerical  completion 
shown  by  the  12  months  of  the  year,  the  12  signs  of  the 
zodiac,  etc. 

13-20.  From  this  point  man  goes  by  successive  stages 
through  the  lessons  of  the  13,  14,  15,  16,  17  and  18, 
similar  in  nature  to  those  of  the  first  nine  vibrations,  yet 
with  greater  creative  force  and  a  farther-reaching  influ¬ 
ence.  At  19  he  has  another  testing  period  before  being 
allowed  to  start  on  the  first  round  of  the  third  and  higher 
cycle,  signified  by  20. 
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21.  In  1  and  2  we  had  the  masculine  and  feminine 
in  their  individual  aspects;  in  12  we  found  man  and 
woman  working  together,  with  man  directing  the  activities 
of  the  opposite  sex,  but  in  21,  the  beginning  of  the  third 
cycle  of  evolution,  we  find  conditions  reversed,  and  the 
woman  in  the  lead.  The  individual  has  now  gained  per¬ 
fection  in  three  worlds  (21  is  3X7),  physical,  mental  and 
spiritual,  and  is  called  upon  to  exercise  his  powers.  When 
a  man  reaches  the  age  of  21  he  is  considered  an  individual 
of  discretion,  capable  of  using  the  ballot  wisely. 

22.  Twenty-two  represents  the  illumined  intellect, 
where  man,  through  the  use  of  his  perfected  powers,  be¬ 
comes  absolute  master  of  his  own  environment.  22  equals 

2  plus  2,  or  4.  4  has  the  knowledge  of  1,  2  and  3  plus 
his  own  additional  wisdom.  Hence  4  equals  1  plus  2  plus 

3  plus  4,  which  is  10,  or  the  foundation  of  a  never-ending 
spiral  of  manifestation.  Having  grown  wise  through  suf¬ 
fering,  man  has  learned  to  know  and  obey  the  higher  laws, 
by  which  he  makes  his  dreams  come  true  and  his  inspira¬ 
tional  ideas  develop  into  practical  realities.  He  has  learned 
how  to  co-operate  intelligently.  While  in  21  the  feminine 
aspect  was  in  the  lead,  in  22  we  have  the  perfect  balance 
of  man  and  woman  and  their  joint  creations,  each  allow¬ 
ing  to  the  other  perfect  freedom  of  thought  and  action.

Until  man  is  master  of  himself  and  his  environment 
he  cannot  be  truly  a  wise  counselor  to  others.  Those  who 
have  come  to  earth  with  a  master  number  (11  or  22) 
in  their  name  have  been  through  all  of  the  first  nine 
grades.  They  are  here  now  to  shed  their  light  on  souls 
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less  developed  than  themselves.  A  real  22  is  often 
found  in  diplomatic  circles  or  as  a  humanitarian  adviser 
of  the  highest  order,  where  his  inspiration  and  psychic 
qualities,  combined  with  his  understanding,  tact  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  ability,  make  him  a  leader  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
any  situation. 

22  gains  success  through  knowing  the  law,  putting  it 
into  operation  and  then  passing  such  knowledge  on.  When 
he  has  gained  mastery  over  all  things  here  he  undoubtedly 
will  find  new  worlds  to  conquer. 

Warning  to  the  High  Numbers 

If  you  have  an  8,  9,  11  or  22  in  the  digits  of  your 
name  or  birth  date  you  have  passed  through  the  7  vibration, 
where  you  reached  the  peak  of  accomplishment  for  self 
alone.  You  must  now  work  for  the  good  of  many  and 
enlarge  your  interests  to  take  in  the  whole  world.  You 
have  developed  a  strong  and  powerful  force,  which  must 
be  used  in  an  equally  large  manner.  No  matter  how  con¬ 
scientious  you  may  be,  if  you  confine  your  activities  to 
your  own  family  circle  or  small  group  of  associates,  you 
are  inviting  disaster  upon  yourself.  It  is  like  trying  to  put 
22  pounds  of  steam  pressure  into  a  boiler  built  for  only 
7.  An  explosion  is  bound  to  occur.  The  high  numbers 
are  meant  to  help  the  lower  and  bring  them  up  to  their 
own  high  plane  of  understanding.  When  they  do  not 
act  in  this  capacity,  they  dig  their  own  graves  and  conduct 
their  own  funerals. 

Life  is  growth,  and  growth  is  ever  upward  and  outward. 
We  must  keep  on  going.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  standing 
still.  The  law  of  vibration  is  the  law  of  opposites.  If 
we  do  not  go  forward  we  are  pushed  out  of  the  way  to 
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make  room  for  someone  else.  “If  we  refuse  to^take  a  firm 
stand  on  the  positive  side  of  good,  we  are  swept  into  the 
opposite  current.”  (Curtiss.)

CHAPTER  V 

THREEFOLD  MEANING  OF  THE  DIGITS 
\X7*E  have  found  that  the  law  of  vibration  is  the  law 
*  *  of  opposites.  We  can  swing  as  far  in  one  direction 
as  in  the  other.  The  stronger  our  force,  the  greater  our 
power  for  good  or  ill.  Midway  between  the  two  extremes 
there  is  a  point  of  negativity  where  the  individual  may 
be  called  “lukewarm” — he  is  neither  hot  nor  cold.  Such 
a  person  becomes  the  prey  of  the  more  positive  minds  about 
him  and  attracts  trouble  and  loss  through  his  own  inertia. 

The  universal  meaning  of  the  numbers  in  their  positive, 
reverse  and  negative  aspects  is  given  below.  In  the  Cycle 
of  Nature  we  have  the  triangle  of  1-2-3;  in  the  Cycle 
of  Man,  the  square  of  4-5-6-7,  and  in  the  Cycle  of  Su¬ 
perman,  the  reflection  of  the  1-2-3  principle  4  times  in  the 
triangles  of  10-8-9,  11-8-9,  10-22-9,  11-22-9. 

THE  CYCLE  OF  NATURE:  1-2-3 


The  Digit  1 

Positive — Creative  ability ,  originality,  individuality,  in¬ 
tuition,  concentration,  aspiration,  independence,  aggres¬ 
siveness,  initiative,  strong  intellect,  and  a  daring  pioneer 
spirit,  with  unity  of  thought  and  action  characterizing  all 
activities.  Inventors,  pioneers,  promoters  are  found  in 
the  1  vibration. 

1  is  a  part  of  every  number  and  hence  exerts  a  strong 
influence  over  all  other  vibrations.  Should  a  name  be 
made  up  of  the  digits  3-1,  as  in  Mary  (3)  Pickford  (1), 
it  would  show  creative  ability  in  the  field  of  nrt  and  self- 
expression  (3);  if  it  were  made  up  of  the  digits  4-1,  it 
would  indicate  originality  in  mechanical  design  or  a 
builder  of  efficiency  systems.

Reverse — A  reverse  1  is  arrogant,  domineering,  ego¬ 
tistical,  inconsiderate,  selfish,  self-centered,  determined  up¬ 
on  own  satisfaction,  irrespective  of  others. 

Negative — A  negative  1  is  dependent,  weak,  lazy,  sub¬ 
missive,  mentally  asleep,  limited  in  thought,  action  and 
expression. 

The  Digit  2 

Positive — Duality.  Even  in  its  positive  aspect  2  stands 
for  duality.  It  can  exercise  the  strong  qualities  of  1  and 
be  alert  and  aggressive  or  operate  through  the  more  sociable, 
diplomatic  and  feminine  side  of  its  nature.  It  is  co-opera¬ 
tive,  kind,  a  collector  and  builder — an  excellent  compiler 
of  statistics,  data  and  information  for  others  to  handle. 

Reverse — Critical,  nagging,  fault-finding,  always 
worrying  about  what  other  people  may  think,  posing  for 
effect,  susceptible  to  flattery,  selfish,  unreliable,  too  proud 
for  own  good. 

Negative — Indifferent,  careless,  no  pride  in  personal 
appearance,  unsociable,  unable  to  make  up  his  mind  on 
anything  and  stick  to  it,  so  negative  and  impressionable 
that  he  becomes  the  tool  of  stronger  minds  about  him. 

The  Digit  3 

Positive — Complete  and  joyous  expression  in  art  or 
humanitarian  lines — a  child  of  nature.  3  is  master  on  the 
material  plane,  combining  the  creative  ability  of  1  with  the 
building  and  collective  powers  of  2  into  a  happy  expression 
of  those  things  which  make  for  comfort,  health  and  pleas - 
ure.  He  knows  how  to  promote  his  own  personal  ambitions 
through  the  initiative  of  1  and  the  tact  of  2,  excelling  in 
music,  art,  literature,  law,  nursing  and  the  healing  profes¬ 
sion,  or  in  any  avenue  which  calls  for  self-expression  in

service  to  others.  We  find  many  3s  associated  with  tea 
rooms,  beauty  parlors,  millinery  and  gift  shops.  Their 
sense  of  humor  and  agility  in  repartee  make  them  popular 
as  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers. 

Reverse — Selfish,  sensual,  debased,  scattering  forces, 
living  alone,  impatient,  important,  egotistical. 

Negative — Repressed,  unsociable,  unreliable,  careless  in 
dress,  unresponsive  to  music  or  art,  dependent,  lazy  and  in¬ 
different. 

THE  CYCLE  OF  MAN:  4-5-6-7 
The  Digit  4 

Positive — Builders  on  material  and  intellectual  planes, 
conscientious,  “on  the  square,”  always  busy,  mentally  and 
physically.  4  makes  a  splendid  bookkeeper  or  mechanic  j 
he  is  mathematical,  methodical,  analytical,  reasoning,  holi¬ 
est,  a  master  of  detail  and  routine.  He  is  a  splendid  build¬ 
er  of  systems  for  greater  economy,  efficiency  or  output. 
His  ambitions  are  of  a  personal  nature,  for  his  own  self- 
development,  yet  of  all  employes  he  is  the  most  conscien¬ 
tious  and  faithful. 

Reverse — Critical,  self-limited,  a  drudge  and  hard 
worker,  with  his  nose  to  the  grindstone,  so  economical  that 
he  makes  the  eagle  scream,  so  analytical  that  he  refuses  to 
listen  to  his  hunch  but  reasons  himself  out  of  his  good  in¬ 
tentions. 

Negative — Despondent,  buried  beneath  adverse  circum¬ 
stances,  financial  limitations  and  hard  work,  a  plodder 
without  any  desire  for  intellectual  development. 

The  Digit  5 

Positive — “Go-getters”  for  experience — investigators  of 
life  from  every  angle .  5  is  a  lover  of  freedom,  change, 
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variety,  new  scenes  and  new  contacts,  versatile,  magnetic, 
charming,  a  good  mixer,  a  splendid  judge  of  human  nature, 
interested  in  philosophical  and  metaphysical  research,  a  good 
character  analyst.

His  original  name 
being  5-11,  both  odd  numbers,  and  his  original  vowel 
vibration  7,  also  odd,  it  is  important  for  him  to  have  a 
predominance  of  odd  digits  in  his  name;  otherwise  his  cold 
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reasoning  faculties  would  kill  his  inspirations  and  good 
intentions. 

10.  Dominant  Traits  (Predominating  Digits)

If  you  have  many  more  5s  in  your  name  than  any  other 
number  you  are  of  an  investigative  nature,  a  lover  of 
travel  and  variety,  a  good  judge  of  human  nature,  in¬ 
terested  in  psychology,  metaphysics  and  the  occult,  ever 
searching  for  more  knowledge  and  a  new  experience. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  has  four  5s  in  his  name,  showing  his 
breadth  of  view  and  his  keen  zest  in  life,  which  will  keep 
him  forever  young.  The  three  3s,  three  6s  and  two  9s  all 
show  wonderful  ability  in  the  expression  of  his  big  idea, 
with  interest  in  health,  education,  domestic  and  world 
affairs. 

11.  Complete  Individual  Expression  (Trinities) 

Complete  individual  expression y  or  the  ability  to  carry 
out  your  own  ideas  without  assistance  from  others y  is  shown 
by  the  trinities  in  your  name . 

In  order  to  put  over  any  project  successfully  you  must 
have  the  creative  ability  and  aggressiveness  of  1,  the  power 
of  collection  of  2, — whether  it  be  of  materials  or  people, 
— and  the  ability  to  express  your  idea  in  complete  form y 
the  attribute  of  the  3  vibration.  If  you  are  lacking  in  one 
of  these  three  primary  elements  of  success  you  will  be 
forced  to  call  upon  someone  else  to  supply  the  missing  link- 

If  you  are  going  into  business  for  yourself  you  should 
have  one  of  the  following  trinities  present  in  the  total 
digits  of  your  name: 
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1-2-3  (create,  collect,  express) — Balanced  expression 
on  the  material  plane  in  those  things  which  make  for 
health,  comfort,  pleasure,  beauty  and  self-satisfaction. 
(On  the  higher  planes  1  is  found  in  10  and  11,  2  in  4-6- 
8-22,  3  in  6  and  9.) 

10-8-9,  11-8-9,  10-22-9,  1 1-22-9— Balanced  expres¬ 
sion  on  the  high  plane,  assuring  success  with  the  public  in 
any  line  harmonious  with  your  birth  path. 

Other  trinities  which  will  give  you  power  along  certain 
lines  are: 

1- 5-7  (start,  investigate,  finish) — Science  and  philoso - 
fhy.  These  numbers  show  strong  intuitive  faculties  and 
interest  in  scientific,  philosophical  and  metaphysical  re¬ 
search.  They  are  character  analysts,  philosophers,  teachers, 
preachers  and  scientists. 

2- 4-6-8  (collect,  build,  maintain,  operate) — Business , 
manufacturing ,  engineering  and  dramatic  art .  These 
give  intellectual  and  analytical  qualities  with  strong  ma¬ 
terialistic  tendencies. 

3- 6-9 — Creative  expression  in  arty  literature  or  human¬ 
itarian  fields .  These  show  a  strong  emotional  nature,  with 
enthusiasm  and  inspiration  characterizing  their  efforts. 

In  the  chart  of  Mr.  Rockefeller’s  name  shown  at  the 
beginning  of  this  chapter  we  find  a  vowel  total  of  9,  a 
consonant  of  8,  with  1 1  in  the  full  name,  giving  a  trinity 
of  complete  individual  expression  on  the  plane  of  Super¬ 
man.  The  1 1  shows  a  mind  full  of  inspirational  ideas,  the 
8  a  strong  personality  with  which  to  build  them  into  form, 
while  the  9  gives  an  inner  understanding  of  just  how  to 
express  his  idea  in  the  most  complete,  artistic  manner. 
Such  a  trinity  is  a  guaranty  of  large  success  to  anyone  who 
conscientiously  lives  up  to  such  vibrations. 
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Noting  the  particular  lines  in  which  his  powers  will 
be  most  apt  to  find  expression,  we  find  in  the  individual 
and  full  name  totals  the  complete  business  trinity  of  2-4- 
6-8,  while  the  vowels  show  a  third — 3-6-9,  complete  ex¬ 
pression  in  art,  education  and  humanitarian  avenues. 

Three  trinities! — complete  expression  on  three  planes 
— a  wonderful  name,  which  cannot  possibly  escape  success 
if  the  individual  plays  up  to  his  own  forces. 

12.  Self-Esteem  and  Balance 

The  vowels  in  your  name  indicate  your  self-esteem} 
your  real  self-value.  This  does  not  mean  egotism,  but  the 
true  gauge  of  your  inner  powers. 

If  your  vowels  and  consonants  are  the  same  in  value, 
there  is  a  perfect  balance  between  your  inner  and  outer 
self.  You  are  what  you  appear  to  be. 

If  your  vowels  are  lower  than  your  consonants,  you  have 
personality, — you  enjoy  helping  others  but  take  a  back 
seat  yourself.

His  original  vowel  vibration  of  7 
has  been  raised  to  9,  showing  a  growth  from  individual 
ambition  to  interest  in  world  affairs.  His  original  name 
totaled  5-11,  his  present  signature  is  6-11,  showing  that 
he  has  become  more  stable,  more  dependable,  that  he  has 
developed  more  interest  in  human  affairs,  and  now  stands 
like  the  rock  of  Gibraltar,  impervious  to  the  winds  of  fate 
or  the  tide  of  public  opinion.

Here  the  month  added  to  the  day  is  considered  11,  but 
the  day  is  never  added  to  the  year  in  order  to  obtain  a 
master  number  (11  or  22).  Had  the  above  birth  date 
been  September  4,  in  a  year  which  totaled  7,  we  would 
have  had  the  digits  9-4-7,  totaling  20  or  2. 

The  vowels  in  the  above  name  are  higher  than  the  con¬ 
sonants,  showing  more  power  than  might  at  first  appear.

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They  give  a  strong  inner  nature — complete  individual  ex¬ 
pression  on  the  high  plane  10-8-9.  President  Coolidge 
knows  how  to  achieve  his  desires  without  becoming  unduly 
excited;  he  has  within  himself  all  the  qualities  needed  to 
create,  execute  and  express  his  ideas  on  a  large  scale.

When  the  pioneers  of  this  country  decided  to  form  a 
government  of  their  own  they  plainly  showed  their  desire 
for  freedom  of  thought  and  action  in  the  name  they  chose, 
the  vowels  of  which  total  5.  Their  faith  in  this  particular 
continent  as  the  fruition  of  their  dreams  is  found  in  the 
total  of  America,  5,  while  the  abbreviation  of  the  whole 
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name  to  U.  S.  A.  further  accentuates  its  life-giving  quali¬ 
ties  and  the  varied  opportunities  within  its  borders. 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  was  signed  on  July 
4th,  1776,  an  11-3  day.  In  earlier  chapters  we  found  that 
3  stands  for  complete  expression,  1  representing  the  father, 
2  the  mother  and  3  the  child,  while  1 1  is  a  universal 
number.  The  joint  vibration  of  11-3  shows  the  birth  of  a 
new  country,  a  child  on  the  high  plane  of  11,  one  who 
has  come  to  be  an  inspirational  leader  in  the  promotion  of 
the  highest  ideals  and  a  joy-bringer  to  all  the  world  in 
lines  of  human  betterment. 

The  strong  personality  vibration  of  11-6  shows  this  to 
be  a  country  of  big  business,  large  educational  and  health 
projects,  with  the  home  idea  enlarged  to  include  many 
philanthropic  institutions. 

The  4  destiny  made  up  of  1  and  3  shows  strength  and 
substantiality.  Through  the  exercise  of  economy  and 
thrift,  through  the  promotion  of  education  and  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  individual  self-expression  among  its  citizens, 
it  has  laid  the  cornerstone  of  an  enduring  civilization  upon 
which  future  generations  can  build  with  safety. 

The  destiny  of  the  United  States  as  shown  by  its  4 
vibration  was  aptly  portrayed  in  the  words  of  President 
Coolidge  himself  in  an  address  before  the  “Business 
Organization  of  the  Budget,”  January  30,  1926.  Speak¬ 
ing  to  cabinet  officers,  department  chiefs  and  thousands 
of  government  employes,  gathered  to  consider  new  eco¬ 
nomies  in  government,  he  told  of  the  great  strides  in  con¬ 
structive  economy  since  1921,  and  how  by  systematic,  con¬ 
centrated  effort  the  national  debt  had  been  reduced  over 
$3,000,000,000,  with  a  yearly  saving  of  $170,000,000  in 
interest  alone.  He  said  in  part: 
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“The  spirit  of  real  constructive  economy  (4)  does  not 
contemplate  curtailing  ample  supplies  for  worthy  purposes 
and  real  needs,  but  it  is  the  enemy  of  waste  and  the  ally  of 
orderly  procedure  (4). 

“It  is  not  only  the  method  by  which  we  have  built  (4) 
railroads,  developed  agriculture,  created  commerce  and 
established  industry,  .  .  .  but  it  is  also  the  method  by 
which  we  have  founded  schools,  endowed  hospitals  and 
erected  places  of  religious  worship. 

“It  has  given  to  the  average  American  a  breadth  of  out¬ 
look  (5),  a  variety  of  experience  (5)  and  a  richness  of  life 
that  in  former  generations  was  beyond  the  reach  of  even 
the  most  powerful  princes.” 

The  destiny  of  the  United  States  (4)  added  to  that  of 
America  (5)  gives  9 — universal  brotherhood.  The 
United  States  is  the  torchbearer  of  peace  and  progress  to 
all  mankind. 

The  U.  S.  A.  and  the  5  Vibration 

“Like  attracts  like”  is  a  law  of  which  we  have  often 
heard.  The  principle  is  to  be  observed  in  the  history  of 
nations  as  well  as  of  individuals,  the  great  law  seeking  to 
unite  all  things  of  harmonious  vibrations. 

There  is  always  mutual  sympathy  and  a  common  desire 
between  those  of  the  same  vowel  vibration.  George  Wash¬ 
ington  had  the  same  longing  for  freedom  as  the  country 
for  which  he  fought,  the  vowels  of  his  name  and  those 
of  the  United  States  both  having  a  total  of  5,  while  Amer¬ 
ica  indeed  was  the  land  of  his  heart’s  desire,  expressing  in 
its  total  digits  his  own  vowel  vibration  of  7 -f-7=l 4=5. 

Washington  was  inaugurated  on  April  30,  1789,  a  5 
day  (4+3+7=14=5). 

The  author  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the 
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statute  for  religious  liberty  in  Virginia,  the  founder  of  the 
University  of  Virginia,  Secretary  of  State  in  Washington’s 
Cabinet  and  third  President  of  the  United  States, — Thom¬ 
as  Jefferson,- — had  the  same  vowel  vibration  as  his  illustri¬ 
ous  predecessor:  7  +  7=14=5. 

The  greatest  exponent  of  freedom  in  the  last  century 
was  Abraham  Lincoln,  whose  birth  date  was  February  12, 
1809  (2+3+9=14=5),  a  5  day. 

Theodore  Roosevelt,  an  outstanding  figure  in  recent 
years,  was  a  5  in  both  surname  and  destiny.  He  was  in¬ 
augurated  on  September  14,  1901  (9-5-11),  a  5-11  day. 

Woodrow  Wilson  was  a  5  from  many  angles,  as  may  be 
seen  by  the  chart  of  his  name  in  Chapter  XV. 

Mr.  Coolidge  with  his  5  personality  and  his  name  of 
7  +  7=14=5  should  be  able  to  satisfy  the  people  of  this 
country  with  his  administration  as  he  is  by  nature  what 
they  desire. 

Calvin  Coolidge  and  the  U.  S.  A. 

When  Mr.  Coolidge  became  President  he  gained  the 
universal  leadership  vibrations  which  his  birth  path  shows 
he  came  to  attain.  Setting  out  the  name  by  which  he  is  now 
most  generally  known,  we  have:

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The  total  digit  of  our  original  name  is  considered  our 
destiny  vibration.  When  we  change  our  signature  in  any 
manner  the  total  indicates  our  present  plane  of  action. 

The  double  trinity  of  1-8-9  in  the  above  name,  in  both 
vowels  and  consonants,  shows  not  only  a  wonderful  inner 
power  but  a  large  growth  in  personality.  There  is  now 
a  perfect  balance  between  the  inner  and  the  outer  self. 
No  wonder  that  President  Coolidge  can  sit  calmly  at  home 
in  powerful  poise,  attending  to  his  own  affairs,  while  other 
politicians  are  pacing  the  country  loudly  proclaiming  their 
wares. 

While  his  original  5  destiny  gave  him  an  investigative 
mind,  willing  to  view  all  sides  of  a  question  with  impar¬ 
tiality,  the  present  total  of  11-7  shows  him  to  be  a  man 
with  an  indomitable  will,  absolutely  immovable  when  once 
his  course  has  been  decided. 

Mr.  Coolidge’s  birthday  was  on  July  4,  1872,  an  11-9 
day.  The  birthday  of  the  United  States  was  on  July  4, 
1776,  an  11-3  day.  While  not  identical,  there  is  perfect 
harmony. 

Mr.  Coolidge  is  now  in  that  period  of  his  life  governed 
by  the  digit  of  his  day  (4),  which  controls  from  27  to  54 
years  of  age.  He  is  to  use  his  knowledge  of  economy, 
thrift,  business  and  system  in  some  executive  capacity. 
As  the  engineer  of  the  affairs  of  this  great  country  he  is 
operating  in  harmony  with  the  universal  forces,  bringing 
economy  and  all  the  substantial  4  virtues  into  play  in  the 
upbuilding  of  the  United  States,  helping  it  to  fulfill  its 
4  destiny. 

The  addition  of  President  (11)  to  his  full  name  (5) 
makes  his  total  name  vibration  5-11,  showing  that  he  is 
now  master  (11)  of  his  own  destiny  (5). 


CHAPTER  IX 

WHAT  DOES  THE  FUTURE  HOLD? 

OUR  present  earth  experience  will  always  be  colored 
■■■  by  the  total  digit  of  your  birth,  yet  within  this  large 
span  your  life  moves  in  cycles  of  greater  or  less  degree  from 
beginning  to  infinity.  Each  year  brings  certain  influences 
to  bear  upon  you  and  your  environment  which  it  would  be 
well  to  note  if  you  desire  to  prosper.  Regulating  your 
activities  in  accord  with  the  year’s  vibrations  eliminates 
cross-currents  and  establishes  you  harmoniously  with  the 
universal  stream  of  progress. 

27- Year  Cycles 

Your  life  is  divided  into  three  large  periods,  governed  by 
the  digits  of  your  birth  path,  during  which  time  you  should 
cultivate  the  qualities  and  engage  in  the  activities  which 
such  vibration  indicates. 

The  digit  of  your  month  controls  from  1  through  27 
years  of  age. 

The  digit  of  your  day  governs  from  27  through  54. 

The  digit  of  your  year  is  the  controlling  vibration  from 
54  on. 

While  the  total  digit  of  your  birth  should  always  be 
given  paramount  consideration,  the  sooner  you  learn  the 
lessons  of  its  respective  digits,  the  sooner  will  you  pass 
from  your  month  into  your  day  and  from  your  day  into 
your  year,  arriving  at  your  ultimate  goal  much  quicker 
than  if  you  meekly  await  your  turn  at  the  close  of  the 
cycle. 

9- Year  Cycles 

Each  letter  of  your  given  names  controls  a  period  of  9 
years.  When  you  have  passed  through  these  once  you 
return  and  begin  again  with  the  first  letter.

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Within  these  cycles  are  smaller  ones,  governed  in 
length  by  your  predominant  digit,  each  one  being  marked 
at  its  close  by  some  important  event.

In  the  life  of  President  Coolidge  the  7  vibration  plays 
an  important  part,  it  being  the  total  digit  of  Calvin,  of 
Coolidge,  and  the  month  of  his  birth. 

Mr.  Coolidge  began  the  practice  of  law  in  1897 
(1+8+9  +  7=25=7),  a  7  year,  when  25  years  of  age, 
in  a  year  cycle  of  7  (2+5=7)  within  the  9-year  cycle  of 
“L”  or  3.  Having  finished  (7)  his  education,  he  was 
now  able  to  enjoy  complete  individual  self-expression  (3) 
in  his  chosen  profession.  It  was  a  most  auspicious  time  in 
which  to  begin  his  career  as  a  lawyer  (3). 

He  was  married  October  4,  1905,  on  an  11  day,  in  his 
34th  year,  the  digit  of  his  age  (3+4)  being  7  in  a  9-year 
period  governed  by  “V”  or  4,  which  influence  called  for 
the  exercise  of  intellectual  acumen  and  the  exercise  of 
economy,  thrift,  regularity  and  conscientious  application 
to  duty. 

His  terms  as  Governor  of  Massachusetts  in  1919  and 
1920  and  as  President  of  the  United  States  have  both 
fallen  within  the  cycle  of  “N,”  governed  by  5,  his  destiny 
number. 

He  was  inaugurated  on  August  3,  1923,  in  the  early 
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part  of  his  52nd  year  (5+2=7)  in  a  one  year  cycle  of  7  in 
the  larger  one  of  5  just  noted  above. 

Mr.  Coolidge  will  be  54  on  July  4,  1926,  when  he  will 
return  again  to  the  ■iwsfeTettef^of  his  name  and  come  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  3,  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
press  his  own  individual  ideas  through  humanitarian 
channels  and  enjoy  life  to  the  full. 

The  birthday  of  President  Coolidge  being  July  4,  1872 
(7-4-9),  the  first  27  years  of  his  life  were  controlled  by 
the  7  of  his  month,  during  which  time  he  was  perfecting 
(7)  his  education  and  starting  in  business  for  himself — 
which  should  be  the  object  of  everyone  with  such  a  vibra¬ 
tion. 

The  period  of  his  life  just  now  closing  has  been  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  4  of  his  day.  During  the  last  9  years  of 
this  cycle  he  has  been  particularly  active  in  using  his  in¬ 
tellectual  keenness  and  executive  ability  in  the  exercise  of 
constructive  economy  in  state  and  national  affairs.  His 
term  as  President  of  the  United  States  (4)  at  this  time 
seems  particularly  opportune.  He  exemplifies  in  splendid 
measure  the  sterling  qualities  of  the  4  vibration  for  which 
our  government  stands. 

Beginning  with  his  54th  birthday  Mr.  Coolidge  will 
come  under  the  9  vibration  of  his  year,  when  new  occasions 
for  world  travel  and  large  humanitarian  problems  will 
present  themselves  for  his  consideration.  This  will  give 
him  the  opportunity  to  fulfill  his  mission  in  life  (11-9) — 
shown  by  his  total  birth  path  digit — and  be  an  inspirational 
(11)  leader  in  promoting  (11)  a  world  brotherhood  (9- 
11). 

Yearly  Influences 

Within  the  larger  cycles  each  year  brings  you  its  own 
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particular  lessons.  Among  the  first  to  be  considered  is  the 
general  aspect  of  the  year  itself,  found  by  adding  its  digits.

Your  Lessons  This  Year 


There  are  two  particular  vibrations  which  operate  upon 
you  as  an  individual  in  each  year. 

The  first  of  these  is  found  by  adding  the  month  and  day 
of  your  birth  to  the  digit  of  the  year .  Referring  to  the 
birth  date  of  President  Coolidge,  we  find  that  July  4, 
1926,  has  the  vibrations  of  7-4-9,  totaling  1 1-9,  the  same 
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as  his  original  birthday.  Therefore  this  should  be  an  out¬ 
standing  year  for  him  in  every  way.  A  similar  vibration 
of  large  import  appeared  on  the  date  of  his  inauguration, 
August  3,  1923  (8-3-6),  an  11-6  day.  Adding  the  digit 
of  his  month  and  day  to  1923  we  have  7-4-6  or  11-6  as 
a  prominent  influence  in  the  year  1923.  It  is  significant 
that  this  high  point  in  his  career  occurred  on  a  day  having 
the  same  vibration  as  his  own  for  the  year. 

The  second  individual  influence  to  be  considered  is  the 
digit  of  your  age .  If  you  have  passed  your  27th  birthday 
you  are  in  your  28th  year  and  the  digit  of  your  age  is  10-r— 
a  splendid  time  to  make  a  new  start  and  polish  your  head¬ 
light  with  courage. 

Cycles  in  National  Events 

Nations  as  well  as  individuals  move  in  cycles,  while 
the  nature  of  important  events  is  always  significantly 
shown  in  the  date  vibration. 

Independence  Day,  July  4,  1776  (7-4-3),  an  11-3  day, 
has  already  been  mentioned  in  a  previous  chapter  as  de¬ 
noting  the  birth  of  a  new  government,  or  a  new  era  of 
self-expression  of  far-reaching  influence. 

The  first  strong  note  in  our  existence  as  an  individual 
nation  was  struck  on  October  19,  1781  (10+ 1  <5  +8=1  Q) 
a  1  day,  when  at  Yorktown  the  Colonies  gained  their 
decisive  victory  over  the  British  and  brought  to  an  end 
the  Revolutionary  War.  The  three  Is  in  this  date  throw 
their  firm  positive  force  in  the  direction  of  the  8,  the 
highest  physical  number,  showing  not  only  the  birth  of 
the  strongest  nation  (1)  on  earth,  but  one  bound  to  be 
a  promoter  (1)  of  big  business  (8)  throughout  the  world, 
co-operating  (8)  with  other  nations,  yet  always  main- 
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taining  its  distinctive  individuality  and  independent  ( 1 ) 
atmosphere. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  present  generation 
occurred  November  11,  1918,  at  11  o’clock  a.  m.,  when 
the  Armistice  was  signed^  1 1  always  stands  for  a  new 
beginning  and  in  this  particular  date,  the  complete  triangle 
of  11s,  in  a  year  which  totals  1®  (11-11-11-1(5),  shows 
not  only  the  entrance  of  a  new  era,  but  also  one  of  uni¬ 
versal  import,  which  will  be  marked  by  the  most  dynamic, 
unusual  and  psychic  influences  which  the  world  has  yet 
known. 


CHAPTER  X 

BEST  DAYS,  COLORS  and  MUSICAL  KEY 

"VT OUR  BEST  DAYS  are  good  days  for  everyone, 
but  on  those  days  which  have  the  same  vibration  as 
your  total  birth  digit  the  forces  of  the  universe  are 
especially  harmonious  to  any  new  undertaking  you  may 
wish  to  promote. 

At  such  times  you  should  make  a  careful  note  of  the 
impressions  received,  as  events  of  a  similar  character  ex¬ 
tending  over  a  period  of  several  weeks  or  months  are 
strongly  indicative  of  the  course  you  should  follow.  If 
adverse  conditions  appear,  seek  out  the  root  and  cause 
and  let  your  inner  self  reveal  the  secret.  Strengthen  your 
own  forces  by  sending  out  a  strong  current  of  good-will 
to  all  the  universe,  and  by  the  law  of  reflex  action  it  is 
bound  to  return  with  blessings  in  its  wake. 

To  find  the  vibration  of  any  day,  add  the  digits  of 
month,  day  and  year  together,  and  reduce  the  final  total. 
The  only  exception  is  when  11  or  22  appear  and  make  a 
combination  total.  In  such  case,  if  your  birth  path  be 
1 1-4,  your  best  days  are  all  those  which  total  either  11  or  4. 

July  31,  1926,  shows  a  total  digit  of  11-9.  July  is 
the  7th  month.  The  digits  of  31  added  are  4.  The 
digits  of  1926  (1-9-2-6)  total  18,  while  18  (1-8)  totals 
9.  While  we  never  add  the  day  or  the  month  to  the 
year  in  order  to  obtain  an  11  or  22,  when  the  first  two 
digits  of  the  date  (month  and  day)  total  1 1  or  22,  they 
show  the  possibility  of  leadership  in  the  realm  of  the 
year  vibration. 

August  11,  1926,  shows  the  digits  8-11-9.  Here  we 
add  the  8  and  9,  which  gives  us  17  or  8,  and  allow  the 
(71) 
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11  to  stand  intact.  This  gives  a  total  birth  digit  of  11-8. 

August  9,  1939,  shows  the  digits  8-9-22.  Here  we  add 
the  8  and  9,  giving  us  1 7  and  a  total  digit  of  8-22. 

Every  day  can  be  made  a  winner  if  you  live  in  harmony 
with  its  dominant  note.  You  can  easily  form  the  habit 
of  noting  its  value  and,  whenever  your  vibration  appears, 
making  a  special  effort,  through  the  color  of  your  dress 
and  general  activities,  to  tune  in  with  the  universal  forces. 

On  a  1  day — Start  something,  be  aggressive,  act  on  your 
intuition,  heed  not  the  advice  of  others. 

On  a  2  day — Be  receptive  to  suggestions,  learn  to  co¬ 
operate,  try  to  get  the  other  fellow’s  point  of  view,  be 
observing,  study  and  collect  your  materials  for  a  more 
complete  expression  tomorrow. 

On  a  3  day — Express  your  own  individual  self  in  some 
creative  way.  Be  happy, — make  seven  people  smile  and 
you  will  take  a  new  lease  on  life. 

On  a  4  day — Rise  early,  hum  a  march  tune,  walk 
briskly  to  the  office  and  get  your  mail  out  on  schedule 
time.  Work  done  well  today  will  give  you  more  satis¬ 
faction  than  any  kind  of  a  vacation. 

On  a  5  day — Be  active  and  enthusiastic,  investigate 
your  business  and  social  prospects,  study  human  nature, 
analyze  yourself  and  your  surroundings  and  generate  new 
pep  into  your  environment. 

On  a  6  day — Look  after  your  business  interests,  your 
health  and  education,  and  surprise  your  wife  with  a  box 
of  candy,  or,  better  still,  tell  her  you  will  stay  home  with 
the  children  tonight  while  she  goes  out  for  a  little  recrea¬ 
tion. 

On  a  7  day — Finish  up  the  odds  and  ends,  then  hie  your¬ 
self  to  the  country  and  take  things  easy;  listen  to  your 
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“still  small  voice”  and  you  will  get  a  new  idea  for  busi¬ 
ness  tomorrow. 

On  an  8  day — Be  a  real  executive,  organize  your  forces, 
drive  yourself  and  your  business  with  justice  and  tact. 
Render  a  real  service  in  a  big  way  and  you  will  be  blessed 
with  equally  large  returns, 

On  a  9  day — If  you  have  any  artistic  talent,  prepare 
to  shine  today  in  some  public  performance.  Send  out 
good  will  to  all  the  world;  hold  not  a  single  grudge;  find 
something  in  every  one  to  commend,  voicing  your  appre¬ 
ciation  thereof  in  words.  This  is  a  love  day,  but  you  must 
first  send  out  the  vibration  if  you  would  have  love  in 
return.  Money  likewise  should  appear  if  you  are  generous 
and  philanthropic  in  your  giving. 

On  an  11  day — You  will  get  an  inspiration;  listen  to 
it  and  make  a  new  beginning.  Deal  with  the  public,  let 
your  light  shine,  and  give  out  the  knowledge  you  have  to 
others. 

On  a  22  day — Lay  big  plans, — the  sky  is  your  limit. — 
but  make  your  ideas  practical.  Be  energetic,  organize, 
advise,  yet  do  not  fail  to  keep  your  word,  for  the  adverse 
aspect  is  laziness  and  glowing  promises  unfulfilled.  This 
is  the  day  when  earth  and  heaven  meet  and  the  best  time 
ever  to  build  your  dreams  into  concrete  realities. 

Colors 

Color  is  one  of  the  primary  mediums  for  transmitting 
the  characteristics  of  each  digit  to  people  or  things.  To 
find  the  vibration  of  any  color,  add  the  letter  values  of 
the  word. 

While  the  colors  of  your  name  can  be  worn  attractively, 
those  of  your  birth  path  have  a  much  stronger  and  a 
greater  health-giving  influence,  as  they  carry  the  vibrations 
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you  have  come  to  develop.  Choose  from  the  colors  of 
your  birth  date  the  one  most  in  harmony  with  the  digit 
of  the  day  and  let  it  play  a  dominant  note  in  your  dress 
and  room  furnishings. 

If  you  are  in  business,  feature  the  color  of  the  day  in 
your  window  display. 

A  few  colors  with  their  number  vibrations  are  shown 
below: 

1 —  Crimson,  flame. 

2 —  Salmon,  gold. 

3 —  Rose,  orchid. 

4 —  Blue,  green,  indigo. 

5 —  Lemon,  pink. 

v  6 — Scarlet,  orange,  heliotrope,  wine,  gray,  henna. 

7 —  Brick,  purple. 

8 —  Mauve,  tan,  buff,  canary. 

9 —  Red,  brown,  taupe,  lavender. 

11 — White,  black,  yellow,  violet,  dark  green,  dark  blue. 

22 — Cream. 

The  same  law  applies  to  flowers,  perfumes,  fruits,  foods, 
trees,  gems,  musical  instruments  or  anything  else  in  the 
universe.  You  are  the  magnetic  center  of  your  world, 
attracting  “your  own” — those  things  which  have  the  same 
vibration  as  your  date  of  birth  being  of  primary  im¬ 
portance,  those  of  your  name  a  close  second. 

Music 

To  cheer  you  on  your  way  each  digit  has  its  tone  and 
color.  Mrs.  Balliett,  in  “The  Philosophy  of  Numbers,” 
gives  the  musical  vibration  of  numbers  as  follows: 
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“C — D — E — F — G — A — B 
1  2  3  4  5  6  7 

8  9 

22  expresses  the  full  octave  of  D. 

1 1  expresses  the  full  octave  of  C.” 

She  further  suggests  that  you  make  up  your  own  life 
song,  using  the  digits  of  your  birth  path  as  the  basic  motif. 
You  will  find  it  relaxing  to  the  nerves  and  conducive  to 
a  peaceful  frame  of  mind. 


CHAPTER  XI 

WHY  CHANGE  YOUR  NAME? 

YOUR  name  is  a  good  one  because  it  represents 
you.  Do  not  change  it  unless  you  can  make  it 

better. 

Every  change  in  name  or  signature  opens  a  new  door 
of  opportunity  for  progress  or  retrogression.  If  you  have 
changed  your  name  through  marriage  or  otherwise,  note 
carefully  whether  you  have  raised  or  lowered  your  vibra¬ 
tion.  Changing  your  name  will  profit  you  nothing  if 
you  do  not  really  express  the  positive  characteristics  of  the 
new  vibration  and  live  up  to  the  standard  for  which  it 
stands. 


At  the  same  time,  if  you  have  really  made  an  inne£_ 
growth  through  your  own  efforts,  circumstances  will  auto¬ 
matically  shape  themselves  to  give  you  a  corresponding 
name.  You  will  be  elected  President  (11)  of  your  com¬ 
pany  or  Grand  (8)  Master  (22)  of  your  lodge. 

The  reason  why  you  are  here  is  shown  by  your  birth 
date.  If  it  is  higher  than  the  digit  of  your  original  name 
you  have  some  big  lessons  to  learn.  You  have  come  to 
gain  honor  and  fame  and  strive  for  wealth  and  glory. 

If  your  original  name  contains  a  master  number  ( 1 1  or 
22)  you  are  an  old  soul  and  have  come  to  give  out  the 
knowledge  already  gained  and  to  work  in  some  public 
teaching  capacity,  through  writing,  lecturing  or  humani¬ 
tarian  lines,  while  the  smaller  digits  of  your  birth  path 
indicate  the  qualities  you  need  to  develop  in  order  to  make 
you  a  more  rounded  personality.  You  should  care  naught 
for  wealth  or  fame;  your  mission  is  to  deliver  the  mes- 
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sage  which  comes  to  you  through  your  inspirational  and 
psychic  faculties. 

What  you  really  are  at  the  present  moment  is  revealed 
by  your  most  frequent  signature.  It  shows  your  present 
plane  of  action  and  understanding. 

The  only  way  by  which  you  can  master  any  lesson  is 
by  use  of  the  mind  with  which  you  were  endowed.  If 
you  are  supposed  to  do  a  problem  in  algebra  or  geometry, 
-something  higher  than  1-2-3 — if  your  birth  path  contains 
9,  1 1  or  22,  it  is  plainly  evident  that  in  order  to  meet  such 
problems  you  must  have  an  intellect  of  equal  capacity. 
Otherwise  you  are  “up  against  it”  and  will  have  to  do  the 
best  you  can. 

The  most  scientific  method  of  gaining  this  under¬ 
standing,  if  you  have  it  not,  is  to  raise  the  total  value  of 
your  name  to  that  of  your  birth  path.  After  you  have 
worn  this  vibration  long  enough  the  meaning  thereof  will 
sink  into  your  subconscious  mind  and  your  intuition  will 
reveal  the  path  to  follow. 

Adjustment  of  Your  Name 

1.  Your  total  name  digit  should  be  in  harmony  with 
that  of  your  birth,  equal  or  higher  in  value,  and  in  the 
same  zone. 

2.  The  more  nearly  your  vowels  and  consonants  ap¬ 
proach  each  other  in  value,  the  more  you  are  what  you 
appear  to  be.  Remember  that  your  vowels  reveal  your 
inner  force,  your  consonants  your  personality.  Therefore 
you  must  have  plenty  of  self-esteem  (vowels)  if  you 
would  really  make  a  strong  impression  (consonants)  upon 
others.  The  higher  your  vowels  the  greater  your  inspira¬ 
tion,  as  a  general  rule;  the  higher  your  consonants,  the 
greater  your  influence  over  other  people;  yet  there  should 
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be  a  reasonable  balance  between  the  two  if  you  wish  to 
be  a  well  poised  individual. 

3.  In  changing  your  name  it  is  well  to  keep  the  total 
vowel  vibration  in  the  same  zone  with  that  of  your  original 
name ;  yet  if  all  the  digits  in  your  birth  path  be  even  and 
your  vowels  odd,  it  may  be  that  you  will  have  to  turn 
yourself  inside  out  in  order  to  strike  a  perfect  balance. 

4.  If  you  wish  to  enter  business  for  yourself  or  ac¬ 
complish  large  things  through  your  own  efforts,  you  should 
have  at  least  one  trinity  in  your  name  showing  the  1-2-3 
principle — the  ability  to  carry  out  your  ideas  without  as¬ 
sistance  from  others.  If  you  are  lacking  in  one  of 'these 
someone  else  will  have  to  complete  the  picture  and  share 
with  you  the  ultimate  glory. 

5. -  If  you  wish  to  specialize  in  some  particular  line, 
that  trinity  likewise  should  appear  in  your  name.  If  your 
ambition  be  in  literature  or  art,  see  that  you  have  the 
trinity  of  complete  artistic  expression,  3-6-9;  if  psychology* 
sociology  and  personnel  work  engage  your  attention,  your 
name  should  show  a  1-5-7;  if  business  success  be  your 
goal  in  life,  2-4-6-8  will  give  you  the  necessary  building 
qualities,  while  1 1  and  22  show  mastership  in  any  line. 

Your  Original  Name  an  Index  to  Your  True  Nature 

No  matter  how  you  may  change  your  name,  your  origi¬ 
nal  nature  will  always  remain  in  the  background,  coloring 
your  entire  life.  A  typical  example  of  such  influence  is 
that  of  Douglas  Fairbanks,  one  of  the  most  thrilling  of 
movie  actors.  His  original  name,  Douglas  Ulmann,  shows 
a  5  total  in  both  vowels  and  consonants,  with  a  full  name 
of  10,  while  his  birth  date,  May  23,  1883  (5  +  5+2= 
12=3),  also  contains  a  double  5  vibration,  colored  with 
the  artistic  3.  From  four  angles  Douglas  Fairbanks  is  a 
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5,  twice  in  his  original  name  and  twice  in  his  birth  path. 
Throughout  his  career  he  has  been  a  glowing  example 
of  the  “go-getter”  vivid,  active,  experience-hunting  5 
vibration,  yet  his  present  name  is  lacking  in  any  such  digit 
total.  The  only  5  to  be  found  is  the  small  consonant  “n,” 
scarcely  sufficient  to  furnish  the  thrills  for  his  many-sided 
nature.  He  is  one  of  those  individuals  who  will  always 
be  in  the  lead  (10)  and  “get  there,”  no  matter  what 
mountains  he  has  to  climb. 

Choosing  a  Nom  de  Plume 

In  choosing  a  name  for  a  professional  career,  care  should 
be  taken  to  make  it  fit  the  particular  field  you  intend  to 
enter,  not  forgetting  to  harmonize  it  with  your  birth  path 
total. 

All  of  the  digits  should  be  present  in  your  name  in 
some  manner  if  you  wish  to  influence  all  classes  of  people. 
If  such  is  not  possible,  then  see  to  it  that  you  have  an 
11  or  a  22  and  also  a  1,  and  thereby  you  will  include  all 
others.  v 

Striking  examples  of  those  who  have  risen  to  fame  fol¬ 
lowing  a  change  in  name  would  fill  several  volumes,  two 
world  figures  being  Mark  Twain,  the  famous  humorist, 
author  of  “Huckleberry  Finn”  and  “Tom  Sawyer,”  and 
Sarah  Bernhardt,  the  most  famous  actress  of  all  time. 

The  original  name  of  Mark  Twain  was  Samuel  Lang- 
horne  Clemens,  which  had  a  vowel  vibration  of  9-3-1, 
totaling  4;  a  consonant  vibration  of  8-1-7,  totaling  7,  and 
a  total  vibration  of  8-4-8,  totaling  2®.  Not  a  very  aus¬ 
picious  name  for  an  author. 

Under  his  pen  name  Mark  Twain  had  a  vowel  vibra¬ 
tion  of  1-10  (11),  a  consonant  vibration  of  6-3  (9),  and 
a  total  vibration  of  7-22  (7-22).  In  his  consonants  he 
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gained  the  complete  trinity  of  literary  and  artistic  ex¬ 
pression,  6-3-9,  while  his  total  digits  show  the  trinity  of 
balanced  creative  expression  on  the  high  plane  11-22-9. 

The  1  of  his  first  vowel  and  the  22  of  his  last  name 
enabled  him  to  reach  all  classes,  as  between  them  are  found 
all  other  vibrations.  A  splendid  name,  giving  him  in¬ 
spiration,  personality,  and  a  big  understanding  of  the  needs 
of  the  average  mind,  while  the  strong  8  of  his  real  nature 
came  through  with  the  necessary  analytical  qualities  to 
make  his  creations  real  and  to  place  a  true  value  on  their 
monetary  worth. 

Sarah  Bernhardt  was  christened  Rosine  Bernard,  which 
latter  name  shows  a  vowel  vibration  of  2+6,  totaling  8, 
a  consonant  vibration  of  6-11  and  a  -total  vibration  of 
8+8=16=7.  Her  birth  date  was  October  22,  1844,  -  ^ 
l$-22-8,  giving  a  total  of  22-9,  the  most  perfect  trinity 
of  numbers  possible  for  an  actress. 

In  the  name  of  Sarah  Bernhardt  she  maintained  her 
original  vowel  vibration  of  2+6=8,  had  a  consonant 
vibration  of  9+3=12=3,  and  a  total  of  2+9=11. 
Here  the  9  of  her  last  name  met  the  9  of  her  birth  path, 
giving  her  full  and  free  artistic  expression  in  a  large  way, 
while  the  1 1  total  gave  her  unbounded  inspiration  with 
which  to  sway  the  public  mind  and  make  her  an  out¬ 
standing  (11)  figure  in  the  realm  of  dramatic  (2)  art  (9). 

Her  full  name  (11)  was  now  on  the  same  plane  with 
the  22  and  9  of  her  birth  and  in  harmony  with  both.  Her 
powerful  inner  self  shown  by  the  vowel  vibration  of  8 
gave  her  that  eternal  driving  force  which  enabled  her  to 
conquer  fate.  A  strong,  indomitable  soul  she  was,  whose 
glory  will  not  fade,  and  whose  accomplishments  were 
truly  those  of  a  22-9  vibration. 


CHAPTER  XII 

VOCATION— BUSINESS 

/“T“VHE  total  digit  of  your  birth,  with  its  respective 
-*■  digits  of  month,  day  and  year,  shows  the  character 
attributes  that  you  have  come  to  develop,  which  when 
acquired  will  attract  the  work  calling  for  the  exercise  of 
such  qualities.  The  sooner  you  make  them  a  part  of  your¬ 
self,  the  sooner  will  your  right  work  find  you. 

While  the  final  digit  of  birth  should  be  given  para¬ 
mount  consideration,  the  digits  of  month,  day  and  year 
play  an  important  part  in  the  choice  of  a  vocation,  particu¬ 
larly  during  the  periods  which  they  govern. 

Your  Right  Sphere 

Suppose  your  birth  date  were  March  1st,  1899,  the 
digits  of  which  are  3-1-9,  totaling  13  or  4.  This  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  you  should  be  an  office  manager  or 
an  automobile  mechanic,  both  of  which  vocations  can  be 
successfully  handled  by  a  4,  but  it  does  mean  that  you 
are  to  develop  your  intellect  and  obtain  a  first-class  educa¬ 
tion  along  the  lines  of  music,  art,  law,  healing  or  other 
humanitarian  calling,  remembering  that  1  always  accentu¬ 
ates  the  qualities  of  the  other  digits  to  which  it  is  related. 

During  the  first  27  years  of  your  life,  governed  by 
the  3  vibration,  you  should  study  music,  dramatic  art, 
build  up  your  physical  constitution  and  engage  in  all  kinds 
of  activities  which  will  develop  your  self-expression. 

Between  the  age  of  27  and  54  you  are  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  1  vibration,  when  you  should  begin  to  stand 
on  your  own  feet,  discard  the  advice  of  others  and  act  on 
your  own  intuition.  This  is  the  time  for  you  to  do  creative 
work,  write  your  own  compositions,  organize,  manage  and 
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promote  your  own  plays,  and  become  the  brilliant  com¬ 
poser  or  builder  along  artistic  lines  which  the  total  of  4 
enables  you  to  be.  When  a  4  “delivers  the  goods”  he 
builds  (4)  a  reputation  which  will  remain  with  him  for¬ 
ever. 

The  more  aggressive  you  are  during  this  cycle  of  1,  the 
more  “do  and  dare”  spirit  you  put  into  your  efforts,  the 
sooner  will  you  “arrive”  in  the  9  of  your  year, — full  and 
free  artistic  expression  in  a  universal  way,  with  opportunity 
for  extended  travel,  fame  and  the  good  things  of  life, — 
the  natural  reflex  action  from  the  creative  efforts  of  your 
previous  cycle. 

Therefore,  in  choosing  a  life  work  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  all  of  your  birth  path  digits,  but  give  preference  to 
the  grand  total.  If  the  work  you  do  is  not  listed  here, 
find  the  number  value  of  its  dominant  wordy  and  see 
whether  you  have  a  like  vibration.  While  there  have  been 
many  famous  lawyers  in  the  professional  7,  law  itself 
totals  9,  while  lawyer  totals  3.  3  and  9  are  also  the  art 

and  humanitarian  numbers.  With  both  of  these  digits  in 
your  birth  path,  look  to  the  remaining  numbers  and  to  the 
original  name  in  order  to  determine  in  which  branch  of 
self-expression  you  should  throw  your  creative  efforts. 

A  few  occupations  calling  for  the  particular  qualities 
of  the  different  vibrations  are  shown  in  the  following 
list  of 

Vocations 

l.(  Inventor,  designer,  promoter,  aviator,  superintend¬ 
ent,  teacher,  writer  or  lecturer  along  metaphysical  and 
occult  lines — creative  work  in  avenues  indicated  by  other 
digits  of  the  birth  path  or  name. 
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2.  Statistician,  secretary,  collector,  arbitrator,  diplo¬ 
mat,  actor. 

3.  Artist,  musician,  lawyer,  nurse,  dietitian,  physician, 
nature-cure  specialist,  writer,  entertainer,  manager  of 
hotel,  restaurant  or  beauty  parlor,  salesman  of  advertising, 
drugs,  art  goods,  musical  instruments,  cosmetics,  groceries, 
artisan  in  any  line.  Happy  in  those  avenues  which  make 
for  health,  beauty  or  comfort.  Should  avoid  positions 
calling  for  too  close  confinement,  long  hours  or  prolonged 
attention  to  detail.  Individual  self-expression  is  absolutely 
essential  to  success. 

4.  A  builder,  either  on  the  physical  or  mental  plane, 
a  mechanic,  draftsman,  architect,  electrician,  manufac¬ 
turer,  efficiency  expert,  office  executive,  stenographer,  clerk, 
bookkeeper,  accountant,  dealer  in  coal,  brick  and  building 
materials.  Any  routine  business  requiring  a  combination 
of  intellect,  skill,  perseverance,  endurance  and  energy. 

5.  Investigator,  detective,  character  analyst,  voca¬ 
tional  employment  director,  writer  on  scientific,  occult  or 
metaphysical  subjects,  a  rejuvenator  on  all  planes — the  trav¬ 
eling  salesman,  vaudeville  player  or  noted  psychology  lec¬ 
turer.  Must  have  speed  and  action ;  is  not  happy  in  routine 
work  but  must  have  the  opportunity  to  make  his  own 
schedule  and  exercise  his  own  intuitive  powers  in  the  hand¬ 
ling  of  any  situation. 

6.  The  home-maker,  business  man,  teacher,  educator, 
writer  or  public  speaker,  hotel  manager,  head  of  hospital 
or  other  public  institution,  nurse,  doctor,  interior  decorator, 
florist.  Must  be  cheerful  and  happy  in  service  for  others 
in  order  to  be  successful. 

7.  The  professional  man,  supreme  in  his  own  realm, 
one  who  runs  his  own  business  and  has  his  own  established 
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center  of  activity,  successful  in  law,  dentistry,  real  estate, 
horticulture,  agriculture,  mining,  or  as  preacher,  teacher 
and  writer.  Dislikes  manual  labor,  does  best  in  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  refinement  and  culture.  Perfection,  finish  and 
quality  are  required  rather  than  size  or  quantity. 

8.  Engineer,  banker,  broker,  corporation  lawyer,  exec¬ 
utive,  organizer,  business  or  corporation  head, — builders 
on  all  planes  where  keen  discrimination,  good  judgment, 
perseverance,  tact  and  driving  qualities  are  needed.  Also 
make  good  actors. 

9.  Artist,  musician,  actor,  physician,  healer,  lawyer, 
beauty  expert,  writer,  lecturer,  humanitarian  worker,  world 
traveler,  also  successful  in  horticulture,  floriculture  and 
landscape  gardening.  Must  have  free  artistic  expression 
in  a  large,  way. 

11.  Inspirational  speaker  or  writer,  lecturer,  preacher, 
promoter,  sales  manager,  leader  in  public  affairs  and  in  the 
lines  indicated  by  other  digits  of  birth  path  or  name. 

22.  Executive,  diplomat,  arbitrator,  actor,  librarian, 
business  manager,  statesman,  corporation  lawyer,  humani¬ 
tarian  adviser  of  the  highest  order,  active  in  practical  phil¬ 
anthropic  projects.  Often  found  as  bookkeeper,  clerk  or 
accountant,  but  should  realize  that  such  occupation  is  the 
limited  aspect  of  the  22  vibration.  He  should  fit  himself 
for  public  service,  study  dramatic  art,  public  speaking, 
character  analysis  and  vocational  guidance  and  prepare 
himself  to  act  in  some  advisory  capacity  in  an  unlimited 
environment. 

The  Proper  Business  Medium 

Having  decided  to  enter  business  for  yourself,  what  is 
the  next  important  point  to  be  considered?  The  proper 
selling  medium. 
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The  story  of  John  D.  Rockefeller’s  success  in  oil  is  told 
in  Chapter  VII.  There  were  several  points  of  vibratory 
contact  between  his  own  name  and  his  main  “line.”  He 
promoted  a  medium  having  the  same  vibration  as  his 
vowels,  while  his  business  name  and  his  own  signature 
carried  the  same  values. 

Henry  Ford  rose  to  fame  with  the  Ford  car.  His 
name  totals  5,  made  up  of  7  plus  7,  totaling  14  or  5. 
Automobile  totals  5,  but  when  he  had  perfected  it  to  the 
point  where  it  deserved  a  name,  he  called  it  the  Ford  (7) 
car  (4),  which  together  totals  11,  a  master  number,  mak¬ 
ing  it  stand  supreme  in  its  own  field.  Mr.  Ford  was  born 
on  July  30,  1863,  the  digits  of  his  birth  path  being  7-3-9, 
totaling  19  or  1®.  This  shows  plainly  that  as  an  inventor 
Mr.  Ford  was  in  his  “right  pew,”  working  in  a  vibration 
identical  with  his  name.  Through  adhering  to  his  own 
ideas  he  evolved  an  article  of  superior  merit,  as  its  name 
reveals,  while  he  has  wooed  still  further  the  vibratory 
forces  of  large  success  in  the  business  name  of  Ford  Motor 
Company,  which  is  made  up  of  the  digits  7-9-6,  totaling 
22,  the  highest  vibration  of  all. 

Location 

If  your  name  totals  22,  you  should  do  well  in  Boston, 
which  has  the  same  vibration.  If  your  signature  is  only 
4,  Washington,  D.  C.,  would  be  a  good  location.  A  city 
whose  total  number  value  is  the  same  as  your  own  will 
be  active  in  those  lines  which  you  are  able  to  handle. 

You  must  remember  that  before  trying  to  adjust  your¬ 
self  to  a  location  numerologically,  you  must  first  adjust 
your  name  to  your  birth  path.  You  will  always  find  op¬ 
portunity  for  growth  and  development  in  a  city  having 
the  same  vibration  as  your  date  of  birth.  If  you  have  a 
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name  in  harmony  with  your  birth,  and  then  settle  down 
in  a  city  with  a  like  vibration,  you  have  two  points  of 
harmony  which  should  make  for  assured  success. 

If  you  have  a  choice  of  street  numbers,  one  which  is  in 
harmony  with  your  present  signature  should  control,  not 
forgetting  that  your  own  name  and  business  name  should 
be  odd  or  even,  according  to  the  digit  of  birth. 

You  should  also  do  well  in  a  city  whose  vowel  vibration 
is  the  same  as  your  total  name.  In  such  instance  you  are 
what  they  desire,  and  it  is  up  to  you  to  give  satisfaction.

CHAPTER  XIII 

SELLING  TIPS 

Note:  When  we  speak  of  a  1  or  a  2  individual ,  we  mean 
one  in  whom  such  number  is  the  predominating  digit ,  whether 
in  individual  or  full  name  totals ,  added  strength  being  shown 
if  it  also  appears  in  date  of  birth. 

OUCCESSFUL  salesmanship  depends  on  a  forehand 
knowledge  of  your  customer.  This  can  easily  be 
obtained  from  his  business  card  by  use  of  the  table  in 
Chapter  III. 

1.  If  you  are  selling  to  a  1,  an  individual  whose 
first  vowel  is  “a”  or  whose  total  name  is  10,  be  sure  that 
your  article  is  different  from  the  ordinary  run  of  things. 
He  wants  something  new,  novel  or  intellectual,  with  dis¬ 
tinctly  progressive  features. 

2.  If  you  are  selling  to  a  2,  be  sure  that  you  are 
perfectly  groomed  before  entering  the  “inner  sanctuary.” 
He  desires  those  things  which  will  give  him  comfort,  ease 
and  prestige.  Use  tact  and  diplomacy  in  your  approach, 
with  just  a  touch  of  expert  flattery,  and  it  will  help  you 
land  the  order. 

3.  If  you  are  selling  a  3,  be  enthusiastic  about  some¬ 
thing  which  makes  an  appeal  to  the  eye,  conveying  the  idea 
of  beauty,  comfort,  health  or  pleasure.  To  get  his  name 
on  the  dotted  line,  invite  him  out  to  a  first-class  dinner 
but  close  the  deal  between  the  last  two  courses.  If  you 
give  him  time  to  think  it  over  he  will  be  apt  to  change 
his  mind.  3  can  also  be  reached  through  his  sympathies. 

4.  If  you  are  selling  a  4,  make  your  visit  short  and 
snappy;  he  has  no  patience  with  social  calls.  Be  sure 
your  logic  is  sane  and  sound  and  your  article  worth  double 
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the  money.  He  cares  not  for  beauty  or  style;  the  thing 
he  buys  must  be  practical,  workable,  durable,  and  guar¬ 
anteed  to  last* 

5.  If  you  are  selling  a  5,  breeze  in  with  a  cheerful 
smile  and  pique  his  curiosity.  He  wants  to  know  all  there 
is  to  know,  so  keep  him  guessing.  Give  him  a  brief  char¬ 
acter  sketch  of  himself,  from  his  face,  his  head,  his  hand 
or  his  name,  and  you  will  have  his  whole  attention.  Then 
with  speed  and  agility  present  your  topic.  It  must  have 
a  human  appeal,  afford  a  new  experience  or  present  some 
unusual  departure  from  the  regular  scheme  of  things.  He 
is  interested  in  life  and  in  staying  young;  so  make  your 
attack  accordingly. 

6.  If  you  are  selling  a  6,  one  with  a  first  vowel  “o,” 
a  last  name  Smith,  or  some  other  form  of  this  vibration, 
you  must  be  able  to  hold  your  own  in  any  argument.  He 
is  interested  most  in  those  things  which  make  for  beauty 
and  comfort  in  his  home,  the  better  education  of  his 
children  or  the  more  efficient  conduct  of  his  business. 
Your  article  must  not  only  be  worth  the  money  but  must 
have  an  esthetic  air  about  it,  something  useful,  beautiful 
and  of  high  quality. 

7.  If  you  are  selling  a  7,  be  careful!  He  has  a 
decided  mind  of  his  own,  and  of  all  vibrations  his  is  the 
hardest  to  influence.  Ask  his  advice  first,  get  an  ex¬ 
pression  from  him  and  then  counter  with  your  idea.  Pre¬ 
sent  your  proposition  complete  in  every  detail,  dwell  on 
its  perfection,  finish  and  quality.  Never  mind  about  the 
quantity;  he  wants  the  best  or  none  at  all. 

8.  If  you  are  selling  an  8,  be  sure  to  radiate  an 
atmosphere  of  success  and  prosperity  yourself.  He  is 
interested  in  constructive  things  which  are  practical,  at- 
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tractive,  elegant,  and  generous  in  proportions!  Convince 
him  that  your  idea  put  into  practice  in  his  business  will 
increase  his  output,  strengthen  his  finances,  provide  jus^ 
compensation  to  his  employes  and  make  him  an  outstanding 
figure  in  his  world. 

9.  If  you  are  selling  a  9  and  have  a  pleasing  air 
about  you,  you  will  have  a  sympathetic  listener,  provided 
your  project  is  sufficiently  large  in  proportions  to  engage 
his  attention.  He  is  interested  in  those  things  which  per¬ 
tain  to  music,  art  and  self-expression  on  a  large  scale. 
He  is  also  the  strong  advocate  of  all  things  which  make 
for  better  health,  more  wealth  or  increased  enjoyment  of 
life  from  every  angle.  Anything  which  has  a  human 
interest  appeal  will  meet  with  a  favorable  reception  if 
you  are  large  enough  yourself  to  present  it  in  world  terms. 

11.  If  you  are  selling  an  11,  you  must  be  inspired 
with  a  big,  new  and  wonderful  idea.  You  must  be  en¬ 
thusiastic,  yet  calm  and  psychic  enough  to  get  his  psychic 
reaction  to  your  proposition.  He  is  interested  in  those 
things  which  will  give  him  greater  inspiration,  more  in¬ 
fluence  over  other  people,  greater  opportunity  to  expound 
his  ideas,  and  an  established  place  in  the  public  eye. 

22.  If  you  are  selling  a  22  you  must  have  a  proposition 
of  merit,  practical  as  well  as  idealistic,  combining  reason 
with  human  sympathy  and  proof  with  your  philosophy. 
Give  your  prospect  a  world  view,  and  direct  his  attention 
to  this  opportunity  for  public  service.  Even  though  he 
be  a  bookkeeper  or  clerk,  he  knows  very  well  that  there  are 
larger  things  in  store  for  him,  with  international  diplo¬ 
macy  topping  the  list. 


CHAPTER  XIV 
FRIENDS  AND  MARRIAGE 

WHY  do  you  take  an  immediate  liking  to  some  in¬ 
dividuals  and  feel  a  natural  antipathy  toward 
others?  It  is  a  matter  of  vibration.  Just  as  the  chemical 
elements  of  calcium  and  carbon  have  an  affinity  for  each 
other  and  as  oil  and  water  do  not  mix,  so  do  our  vibrations 
attract  similar  ones  and  repel  others. 

Your  Friends 

Your  friends  are  those  who  think  as  you  do,  feel  as 
you  do  or  have  a  like  ambition. 

When  you  meet  a  person  with  a  vowel  vibration  the 
same  as  your  own  there  is  an  immediate  bond  of  sympathy 
and  understanding,  and  the  more  individual  vowels  you 
have  in  common,  the  stronger  will  be  the  attraction.  Your 
subconscious  selves  have  a  desire  for  expression  along  the 
same  lines  which  makes  for  real  enjoyment. 

One  whose  consonants  are  the  same  as  yours  will  be  a 
splendid  friend  for  your  idle  hours,  as  the  outward  things 
of  life  have  a  kindred  appeal. 

One  whose  full  name  is  the  same  or  in  the  same  trinity 
of  expression  makes  a  splendid  business  companion.  Your 
minds  register  on  the  same  plane,  whether  in  work  or 
study. 

One  whose  total  birth  digit  is  the  same  as  yours  is  in 
your  present  grade  of  school.  You  may  have  come  from 
widely  separated  localities  with  a  totally  different  back¬ 
ground,  yet  you  are  here  now  for  a  common  purpose  and 
should  get  along  famously  together,  tackling  the  same 
problems  with  co-operation,  sympathy  and  courage. 
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One  whose  name  has  the  same  vibration  as  your  birth 
has  something  to  teach  you,  provided  he  is  on  your  mental 
plane.  The  probability  is  that  when  you  meet  such  a 
person  you  will  find  that  one  of  his  birth  digits  is  present 
in  your  name,  and  that  you  will  both  benefit  from  such 
association. 

A  strong  point  of  contact  frequently  noted  is  where 
one  individual  is  (through  his  total  name)  what  the  other 
desires  (in  his  vowels).  A  person  whose  total  vowels  equal 
your  full  name  will  attach  himself  to  you  and  remain 
there  unshaken  whether  you  notice  him  or  not.  You  have 
something  that  he  wants.  After  a  time  you  become  so 
accustomed  to  the  situation  that  you  begin  to  take  it  as 
a  matter  of  course.  If  he  has  nothing  in  his  name  to 
answer  your  vowels  or  birth  digit  you  will  be  doing  all  the 
giving  and  he  all  the  receiving,  but  if  his  name  equals  your 
vowels,  then  you  are  complements  of  each  other  and  there 
will  be  an  opportunity  for  splendid  growth  through  such  a 
friendship.  Each  has  an  inner  knowledge  of  the  other’9 
destiny  and  at  the  same  time  is  expressing  in  his  full  char¬ 
acter  the  other’s  subconscious  desires. 

Marriage 

In  order  to  have  an  ideal  home  life  there  must  be  some 
harmony  between  the  individual  vibrations.  Marriage  it¬ 
self  tends  to  bring  this  about  through  the  wife  taking  the 
husband’s  name.  In  addition  thereto  there  are  several  ways 
by  which  the  atmosphere  can  be  made  more  happily  har¬ 
monious. 

One  splendid  assurance  of  genuine  pleasure  is  where 
husband  and  wife  have  the  same  vowel  total.  With  the 
same  vibrations  there  are  like  desires;  they  enjoy  the  same 
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things,  and  enjoy  each  other,  the  chief  danger  being  that 
they  are  apt  to  settle  down  in  such  snug  self-satisfaction 
that  their  real  growth  may  be  retarded.  They  should  en¬ 
deavor  to  extend  their  interests  beyond  their  own  family 
circle  and  continue  to  grow,  together. 

Those  with  the  same  total  name  vibrations  can  co-operate 
splendidly,  as  their  minds  are  on  the  same  plane  and  their 
activities  can  be  made  of  a  like  enjoyable  nature.  If  they 
are  not  the  same  but  are  in  the  same  trinity,  it  makes  for 
a  splendid  partnership,  as  each  has  the  qualities  which  the 
other  lacks,  both  being  necessary  for  complete  success. 

Those  with  the  same  birth  path  have  the  same  qualities 
of  character  to  develop;  they  can  succeed  in  similar  oc¬ 
cupations;  in  fact,  they  can  go  all  through  life  together, 
with  sympathy  and  tolerance  for  the  other  fellow,  as  they 
have  the  same  shortcomings  themselves.  This  is  a  very 
successful  marriage  vibration. 

For  those  who  have  1  Is  or  22s  in  their  original  names  it 
would  appear  that  the  law  of  complements  should  rule. 
They  are  already  old  souls,  and  if  they  have  elsewhere  a 
1  in  their  name  they  are  undoubtedly  in  their  last  earth 
cycle.  Their  progress  may  have  been  over  different  routes 
and  "hence  their  present  lesson  not  the  same,  yet  each  is 
the  ideal  expression  of  the  other’s  heart’s  desire,  which 
makes  for  a  most  satisfying,  enduring  companionship.  It 
may  not  have  the  zest  in  mutual  accomplishment  which 
is  found  when  the  birth  paths  are  the  same,  as  each  now 
has  his  own  particular  destiny  to  fulfill,  nor  the  thrill  of 
pleasure  enjoyed  when  the  vowels  are  identical,  yet  there  is 
an  inner  feeling  that  each  is  helping  the  other  to  complete 
his  last  initiation  in  this  cycle,  which  unselfish  efforts  will 
eventually  register  in  a  subsequent  change  of  name,  bring- 
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ing  their  inner  desires  closer  together  through  a  harmony 
of  vowels. 

Another  most  happy  marriage  relation  is  where  each 
one  has  in  his  original  name  the  birth  vibrations  of  the 
other.

THE  characteristics  of  each  vibration  being  transmitted 
by  its  digit  to  whatever  such  number  applies,  it  natur¬ 
ally  follows  that  the  digit  which  determines  the  position 
of  each  sign  in  the  zodiac  will  cause  its  particular  qualities 
to  be  reflected  in  such  sign. 

Brief  character  sketches  from  an  astrological  standpoint 
are  given  here,  showing  how  the  two  sciences  of  Astrology 
and  Numerology  correlate  and  support  each  other.  A  more 
complete  treatment  of  the  subject  from  this  angle  is  found 
in  “The  Science  of  Numerology,”  by  the  author. 

Number  Features  of  the  12  Signs 
1.  Aries — March  22  to  April  20.  Symbol,  the  ram. 
First  fire  sign,  governing  the  head  and  face. 

This  influence  gives  an  emotional  nature  and  the  strong 
1  characteristics  of  aggressiveness,  independence,  courage, 
push,  energy,  originality,  determination,  keen  intellect  and 
intuition.  The  Aries  individual  is  a  natural  leader  in  any 
field,  interested  in  psychology,  metaphysics  and  the  occult. 
Because  of  his  great  desire  to  rule  he  can  never  be  driven 
or  forced. 

His  adverse  characteristics,  common  to  the  1  vibration, 
are  impatience,  anger,  stubbornness,  selfishness,  egotism,  ar¬ 
rogance  and  jealousy.  He  should  cultivate  patience  and 
concentration,  avoid  worry  and  anxiety  and  learn  to  obey 
the  “still  small  voice”  within. 

2.  Taurus — April  21  to  May  21.  Symbol,  the  bull. 

First  earth  sign,  governing  the  neck  and  throat .

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This  influence  gives  the  individual  a  receptive,  reserved, 
conservative  “stay-on-the-ground”  nature,  with  geniality, 
sympathy,  a  splendid  memory  and  large  talent  in  imitation. 
He  is  fond  of  books  and  reading,  close-mouthed  regarding 
own  affairs,  yet  magnetic  and  well  liked.  Interested  main¬ 
ly  in  those  things  which  make  for  the  satisfaction  of  the 
senses.  Has  strong  will  (2)  yet  can  be  influenced  by 
arousing  his  sympathy.  Excels  in  literature  and  mathe¬ 
matics.  Is  practical  and  constructive  in  his  business 
operations. 

His  2  defects  are  stubbornness,  strong  passions,  jealousy, 
sarcasm,  with  a  selfish  love  of  ease  and  comfort.  He 
should  cultivate  self-control,  patience  and  an  interest  in  the 
higher  things  of  life.  Should  build  up  self-esteem  and 
work  in  those  lines  where  he  can  express  his  social  nature, 
or  gather  and  correlate  information  for  others,  where  or¬ 
iginality  is  not  required. 

3.  Gemini — May  22  to  June  21.  Symbol,  the  twins. 
First  air  sign,  governing  the  arms  and  hands. 

This  influence  has  the  qualities  of  both  1  and  2,  making 
it  changeable,  imaginative,  highstrung.  It  indicates  a  dual 
personality,  genial,  sympathetic,  generous,  yet  at  other  times 
the  exact  opposite.  Full  of  clever  ideas,  versatile,  adaptable, 
with  energy,  wit  and  sarcasm.  It  combines  the  creative 
ability  of  1  with  the  tact  of  2  and  transforms  mental 
images  into  concrete  realities.  It  gives  a  love  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  in  nature  and  art,  with  fluency  of  speech  and  a  mag¬ 
netic  personality.  In  order  to  be  happy  there  must  be  vari¬ 
ety  and  perfect  freedom  of  expression;  too  much  routine 
dampens  the  enthusiasm  and  brings  the  adverse  nature  into 
play. 

The  3  defects  evidence  themselves  in  a  restless  disposi- 
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tion,  going  to  extremes.  He  has  plenty  of  ideas  but  lacks 
the  continuity  to  bring  them  into  complete  expression.  His 
independence  leads  him  to  override  conventionality,  and  his 
strong  passions  make  him  susceptible  to  the  wiles  of  th~ 
opposite  sex.  He  should  associate  with  people  of  strength 
and  poise,  learn  to  make  decisions  quickly,  cultivate  will 
power  and  develop  his  higher  self. 

4.  Cancer — June  22  to  July  22.  Symbol,  the  crab. 
First  water  sign,  governing  the  breasts . 

This  influence  gives  strong  lungs  and  good  breathing 
power,  with  the  4  qualities  of  mechanical  and  constructive 
ability,  business  sagacity,  determination,  perseverance,  econ¬ 
omy  and  painstaking  effort.  The  Cancer  individual  suc¬ 
ceeds  well  in  business  and  manufacturing  lines  or  in  intel¬ 
lectual  pursuits.  He  can  be  ruled  through  kindness  but 
resents  compulsion. 

His  defects  are  self-limitation,  criticism,  too  great  econ¬ 
omy,  and  an  over-cautious  nature.  He  reasons  himself  out 
of  his  good  intentions.  It  is  very  important  for  him  to 
gain  a  good  education  if  he  does  not  always  wish  to  be  in 
a  subservient  position.  He  should  associate  with  those  of 
broad  views  and  large  interests. 

5.  Leo — July  23  to  August  23.  Symbol,  the  lion. 
Second  fire  sign,  governing  the  heart . 

This  influence  gives  a  strong  emotional  love  nature,  with 
the  charming,  impulsive,  fearless  characteristics  of  the  5 
vibration.  The  Leo  individual  is  a  splendid  entertainer, 
full  of  youth  and  exuberant  spirits,  versatile,  adaptable, 
with  a  pleasing  and  magnetic  personality;  very  fond  of  the 
opposite  sex.  He  must  have  personal  freedom  at  all  cost, 
the  keynote  of  5.  Although  he  acts  almost  solely  upon  his 
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intuition  and  is  somewhat  hasty  in  judgment,  he  is  better 
fitted  to  rule  than  be  ruled. 

His  defects,  found  in  a  5,  are  aversion  to  study,  quick 
anger,  a  selfish  disregard  for  others,  being  ruled  by  his 
passions.  He  should  develop  will  power  and  learn  to  take 
responsibilities,  which  will  bring  out  his  latent  powers 
and  give  him  the  authority  which  he  craves. 

6.  Virgo — August  24  to  September  23.  Symbol,  the 
virgin.  Second  earth  sign,  governing  the  digestive  organs. 

This  influence  gives  the  strong  mother,  home-loving  na¬ 
ture  of  the  6  vibration,  with  great  talent  in  educational 
and  literary  lines.  While  it  is  materialistic  in  some  re¬ 
spects  and  rather  exclusive,  when  the  spiritual  nature  is  once 
developed  the  individual  becomes  a  leader  in  all  things 
which  make  for  better  homes,  health  and  education.  He  is 
a  protector  of  the  rights  of  others  rather  than  an  originator 
or  promoter,  and  succeeds  well  in  either  business  or  pro¬ 
fessional  lines,  especially  as  a  writer,  teacher  or  lecturer. 

His  faults  are  those  of  a  reverse  or  negative  6 — he  talks 
too  much  and  either  refuses  to  assume  responsibility  or  tries 
to  take  the  burden  of  the  world  upon  his  shoulders.  He 
should  direct  his  attention  to  matters  of  health  and  educa¬ 
tion,  and  get  into  some  position  which  requires  expression  on 
his  part,  when  he  will  not  have  such  a  keen  desire  to 
criticise  the  efforts  of  others. 

7.  Libra — September  24  to  October  23.  Symbol,  the 
balance.  Second  air  sign,  governing  the  reinsy  the  kidneys 
and  reproductive  system. 

This  influence  gives  strong  intuition,  with  a  love  of  re¬ 
finement,  beauty,  luxury,  and  a  desire  for  knowledge  along 
many  lines.  The  7  attributes  are  strongly  marked  in  the 
sensitive,  persistent,  positive  nature,  which  finishes  in  a 
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careful  manner  whatever  one  undertakes.  Being  guided  by 
his  intuitive  faculties,  this  individual  is  gifted  with  remark¬ 
able  foresight  and  reacts  quickly  to  atmosphere  and  environ¬ 
ment.  He  is  fond  of  scientific  and  philosophical  subjects, 
psychology,  metaphysics  and  the  mysteries  of  the  occult, 
and  could  excel  as  a  linguist,  musician,  writer  or  lecturer, 
or  in  any  line  requiring  continuity  of  thought,  discrimina¬ 
tion,  precision,  and  an  inspirational  insight  into  the  nature 
of  people  or  things. 

The  7  defects  which  appear  in  this  sign  are  egotism, 
pride  and  too  great  susceptibility  to  flattery  and  praise.  It 
is  hard  for  him  to  express  what  he  feels.  He  should  study 
public  speaking,  art,  literature,  character  analysis,  or  any¬ 
thing  which  will  develop  his  powers  of  self-expression.  He 
should  also  take  regular  periods  for  rest  and  relaxation  away 
from  crowds  and  excitement. 

8.  Scorpio — October  24  to  November  22.  Symbol,  the 
scorpion.  Second  wrater  sign,  governing  the  groin  or  gener¬ 
ative  organs . 

This  influence  gives  to  the  individual  the  courage,  con¬ 
fidence,  dignity,  keen  discrimination,  executive  ability  and 
energetic  nature  of  the  8  vibration.  Good  judgment,  prac¬ 
ticality,  diplomacy,  tact,  tenacity,  together  with  a  strong 
personality,  make  him  an  excellent  judge,  critic,  politician, 
executive,  public  speaker  or  writer,  wielding  power  with 
tongue  or  pen.

10.  Capricorn — December  23  to  January  20.  Sym¬ 
bol,  the  goat.  Third  earth  sign,  governing  the  knees. 

This  influence  gives  the  individual  an  independent,  exe¬ 
cutive,  forceful  bearing,  a  high  moral  nature,  ingenuity, 
and  the  organizing  ability  which  naturally  falls  within  the 
1 0  vibration.  He  is  a  good  manager,  positive  in  lv’s  opinions, 
courageous  in  surmounting  obstacles,  public-spirited,  self- 
confident,  and  makes  an  excellent  teacher,  writer  or  leader 
in  any  field,  always  keeping  one  foot  firmly  on  the  earth, 
no  matter  how  high  his  aspirations  climb.

11.  Aquarius — January  21  to  February  19.  Symbol, 
the  water-bearer.  Third  air  sign,  governing  the  limbs . 
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This  influence  gives  the  individual  a  highly  strung  nerv¬ 
ous  system,  keen  intuition,  good  judgment,  and  a  pleasing 
hypnotic  eye.  He  is  an  excellent  judge  of  human  nature, 
a  good  politician,  convincing  speaker,  blessed  with  a  saving 
sense  of  humor.  He  is  ambitious  for  knowledge  and 
eminently  fitted  to  pass  it  on  through  writing,  lecturing  or 
other  public  avenues.

Should  study  metaphysics, 
psychology,  character  analysis  and  the  occult  sciences.  Should 
cultivate  punctuality  and  self-reliance  and  learn  to  be  a 
good  listener. 

12.  Pisces — February  20  to  March  21.  Symbol,  the 
fishes.  Third  water  sign,  governing  the  feet  and  ankles. 

12  is  the  number  of  numerical  completion.  Its  digits 
total  3,  complete  individual  self-expression,  with  all  the 
positive  characteristics  of  the  1  and  2.  The  Pisces  indi¬ 
vidual  is  an  apt  illustration  of  the  3  vibration,  showing 
skill  in  art,  with  splendid  opportunities  for  success  in  scien¬ 
tific,  inventive  and  literary  fields.  He  is  magnetic,  at¬ 
tractive,  with  an  inspiring  and  helpful  nature,  a  good  ob¬ 
server,  generous,  sincere,  sympathetic,  but  one  who  tends 
strictly  to  his  own  affairs.  He  is  a  great  seeker  after 
knowledge,  desiring  to  know  the  reason  why  in  every 
situation. 

His  adverse  characteristics  are  lack  of  self-esteem,  wor¬ 
rying  about  things  which  never  happen  and  carrying  a 
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“chip”  on  his  shoulder.  He  should  learn  to  rely  on  his 
inner  self,  should  maintain  a  cheerful  attitude  and  choose 
a  vocation  which  calls  for  creative  self-expression.

Hugh  Sisson  Hanna,  economist,  whose  2  talent  for  sta¬ 
tistics  brought  him  into  public  recognition  through  his 
services  with  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics, 
1908-1918,  and  gained  for  him  the  position  of  Chief 
Examiner  of  the  National  War  Labor  Board  in  1918-19. 
As  an  author  his  writings  have  dealt  with  accidents  and 
their  prevention,  wages,  labor  laws  and  matters  of  finance. 

Philip  C.  Hanna,  recently  retired  Consul-General,  active 
in  foreign  service,  influential  in  preserving  friendly  re¬ 
lations  with  Mexico  during  the  revolution  in  that  country 
in  1914,  now  a  lecturer  on  Latin  American  and  inter¬ 
national  subjects. 

Matthew  Elting  Hanna,  present  member  of  the  diplo¬ 
matic  service  at  Washington,  representative  of  the  United 
States  at  German  imperial  maneuvers  in  1911,  with  the 
American  Embassy  at  Mexico  from  1917  to  1921,  since 
which  time  he  has  been  in  charge  of  Mexican  affairs  in 
the  Department  of  State.

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of  values,  evidenced  by  the  two  8s  and  three  4s  in  her 
name,  account  for  her  success  in  business.
